HAvma formed the rasolotioa of joiouig tlui 
Spanish Constitutional Army, about the 
middle of last July I went on board the Iris, 
lying in the Thames, near the Tower, whero 
she was taking in her lading, connsting of 
some thousand stand of arms, &c^ ^« the 
donation of the Spanish Committee to the 
army which I was about to join. ). went on 
board in London, at (he request of pfir Se^m- 
tary, Colonel Grant, who^ in hip. ia»ietyftr 
the service of the Constitutional :Cause> was 
eajror for the sailingof tite veytel) and hoped 
that I, l^ my presence, mig^t bive some in^ 
fhienee in hartening the Captain'^ prepMR^iqns.

The armS) and the remainder of the cargo, 
GonsistiDg of military clothing, accoutreoients, 
&c. Sec. were placed Uy ihe^ Committee en- 
tirely at the disposal of Sir Robert Wilson. 

We remained in London for two days after 
I went on bo^rd ; we then dropped down the 
river, took in ballast at Erith, and proceeded to 
Gravesend ; where I was joined by two gentle- 
men, who, as well as myself, intended offer- 
ing their services to the Constitutionalists ; 
Captain Dickson, with whom I was associated 
in the charge of the arms, and Mr. Frederick 
Cbinery, who had left school in France, and 
was pMed by his famllyjindidr Captain XUck- 
soii'b guardianship. This latter gentleman 
had raided at Coi^tma, wa$ perfectly ac- 
quainted with Galif^; and at Ferrol and 
CoruoDa was tnuoh abetter kncfwn by the name

the Spaniards as ^a{>i:oofc^ attadiment, than 
by his own- 
In paiBiiig the Nore, ii^e:foaiid that we rode

adverse wind, which precluded liie possi- 
bility of i>ur leaving the harbour, detained

th0 Foreign ^lisOmml Bill, idien at length 
tbe.wtnd faeoame fif^^orable, we were not at all 
sorry to find ourselves outside the flood-gates 
rf (lie harbour. 

C^r voyage was vety rdugh and boisterous ; 
WB had thick w^t&er in the C%aiinel^ and the 
wind was right on end, so that our crew con-^ 
stantly praised God, that '^ it was so bad it 
eould not be w<»se/* We had to beat all 
diroiigh, and frequently found ourselves in (he 
nicraing not fiirther advanced than we had 
been in the evening, the current drifting us 
back sus &ras, by beating, We had made with 
the wind. 

WepA into the Island ' of Pwtland, that 
Dv^ might see the newspapers; but though we 
had very ^ii^ere weiather after w^ left it, so 
thiek, that we were obliged to keep our fog* 
born sounding at night, and with heavy gales 
during the day, we did not think it prudent 
tofiin for sfadter either int6 Plymouth or Fal- 
flioutk The Captain of tiie ship was on such 
bad terms wilLh hia crew, that some of them 
Fcgietted, after 4^y left Portland^ that they 
bad nnt given information of the nature of the 
cargo, and of the purpose fw which it was in-

tended* / Under these circuinstanceS; w6 pre- 
ferred, keeping the sea, to the risk which 
might be tho consequence of rynning intd 
harbour. V 

In crossing the Bay of Biscay we had some 
very heavy gales ; the nights were generally 
thick jand squally, but many of the days were 
yery miid^and fine. During the voyage, Cap- 
tain Dickson informed me of so many inter- 
esting ^circumstances relative to Spain in 
general, but particularly Galicia, th^t I felt 
as if going to a country with vi^hich I was not 
unacquainted. 

' After a passage of about twenty-eight days, 
we arrived in the evening at the entrance to 
the Bdy of Vigd, n)sar'the Bayonna Islands. 

There 'was "a storm of thunder and light- 
ning as ye approached the shores of Spain; 
but we, insttod. of hailing it as ad omen of 
those valorous Achievements ^^hich were to be 
performed by mien; who, like ourselves, were 
seeking for adventure, looked out for some 
fishing-boat, that we might get' intelligence 
about the army.' We had, in the aflerno^on, 
hailed a Spanish vessel, but got no informa- 
tion; and we now took a fisherman on board to 
act as a pilot, if we should enter the Bay. In

Vif^wer to our inquiries, he said that Morilla 
was in the town of Vigo ; that the French 
liad been for two days in possession (^ all that 
part of the coast of Galieia \diich lay in the 
yicinity of the town ; that Ccminna still held 
out) and that the English General was still in 
the gftrrison. 

Drawing an inference from the presence of 
i^ii.English General in the Spanish army/ and 
the recollection of thisi former alliance between 
the^two coutitries, the. fisherH^Bn assured us 
that ^^ England and France were at war with 
each other/' ; . . * 

While we were spea;kiiig/ it. became .very 
thidc fi^d glcipmy, thjB rain dj^scended KeavHy; 
, the Jightniag .flashed, md the thunder' was 
rolling and echoing among the mountains ; 
a part of ; the: sky. was dusky red, and every 
thing, appeared tot indicate an approaching 
tempest The fi^ermaii poised out to us, at 
a distance; (we could see it but indistinctly 
in the gloom), a harbour with some Vessels, 
which he said was freq^Qted by. contraban- 
jdistas. ^SQittgglers), and we could pierceive 
Jjbal^he sqpppsed.us tobeBomaofdie jfratemity, 
^ h« sniiled. veiy sigiiiflcaiiUy when he a^ed 
fKm0 ^esUims about tobacco> and did nd<; 
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find the amwcmtniftisftctory. vTbeappeamMt^ 
of tiie sky was. ao tiveateDiiig, tiial wer deenaed 
it pradeiit to takersbelter for the ififbt mnoof 
tfie oobtrabndiMaft ; but thefiriiemicui Bcfted 
dome questioM relatife io^^ie^ eargo, and we 
overheard one of our sailors tellieg him that wc^ 
had arms and ballets for fighting the Freadh- ,

or in its vicinity. Hbd Yigo aofr fidlea int^ 
tlie haodis of the Freficb, wev^ere to deposit 
the ahns in the arsenal, nnder the care of the 
Political Chief ; but they^rere to be distrii* 
bnted only according to the orders of Sir 
Robert Wilson. 

Early in the morning of the fi>llowing^y, 
we passed Cape Finisterre, and in the 
evening arrived within sight of the light- 
house of Corunha. We saw some of the 
blodcading fleet at an extreme distance; it 
became dark/ our eyes strained on the light- 
house as fcm^ as it was possible to bse it as a 
land-mark. At night it was not lighted, said 
we were obliged to ** lay to/' as our Captain 
would not venture to run for the harbour^ The 
wind fell, it became a dead calm, but we 
hoped with iSkt earliest fight that we might 
be able to renew our effi»rt. 

At about twelve o'clock we went upon deck, 
and while we were engaged^ in discussing the 
probability of making way in the momingi 
(and our hopes were hot very sanguine, in 
consequencoof tile appearance of the i^veather) 
^ suddenly saw the blue H^tsof the Ft^nch 
squadron, and heard the discharge of some 
(Rms in a few moments after; We instantly 
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.exdngotfibed the light m the liiiiniK^liB/pl^eed 
,jtfaexompa».at the feet of the he|iiiVmcai/ aod 
covered the grating of the skylight with a 
piece of sail-cl9tb« 

, There was. no ; wind^ but we tossied aad 
reeled all night upon the swells^ and drifted 
with a cwrent. .WilJht the eitrliestdawit of 
Ithis mwoing, we end^veured to asoertaia 
the situation, of the enemy. I went aloft (p 
the roond-top^ but for some time could not 
l^^rceive a vessel in any direction ; but at the 
very moment^ when! called down that they had 
retired so far that all was wel)^ one of the 
sailors desired me to observe towards a part of 
the shore which was in deep gloom^ the faint 
appearance of two vessels^ and when the light * 
broke more strongly^ a quechemarin was di»- 
covered lying nearer than either of them to 
the month of the harbour* . f 

It was still very nearly a dead calm, but 
the direction of the wind was from such a 
quarter, that we thought ourselves tolerably 
securer of escaping, and getting into CcHrmma 
whenever it shoisdd freshen. We set every 
sa,il that would draw, but:fin^some hours we 
scarcely made any way^ hat oimtinued to jpedi 
and toss upon the swells^ During this tim%

^ecoald perceive that although their tibtatice 
mets stiH yetf great, the two French ships 
were gainiag on us by degrees, and that the 
^[ueehemarin was standing in for the harl)6ur, 
»» it were to ofortruct oar entrance in -case we 
Should escape the otl^rs. 
• We had oar studding-^saik set, but they 
-scarcely dvew, and flapped without sensibly 
forwarding oar motion, and we could perceiTe 
,tfaat thetaearest French ship, in her efibrts to 
keep close to the wind, often turned quitd 
round, as if on a pivot. We looked eagerly 
to every elond for a chance of a wind: the 
sailors whistled with their '^ Come, good 
bceezer but after hoping for this in Vain) 
our boat was ordered out, and we began to 
tow. For several hours tlie French ships were 
at such a distance, that the bull even of the 
nearest was not visible above the water ; but 
at about half after eleven it began tOjemerg*e 
from our liorissm. 

When they first began to flre, Instead of 
hoifi^ng our A^g, we spoke in derision, and 
s^id that the cabin-boy should hang out the 
. table^doth ia compliment to their white en«- 
sign. We were tiben almost certain, ihsA if

Wo made an agreement with th^ Gaptato^ 
that Bar any damage, his vesml might sustain 
by running for tbe harbour under the enemy's 
&^ he vinte to take our Tecommtondation to 
the Spanish Committee for a liberal repiime^ 
nation. We now hoisted our Union Jack^ 
4UQd fired a signal, as if for a pilots hoping 
that th^ would send some gun^boata fmm the 
town to give the nearest war-lvig . oecppation 
while we were efieoting an entianoe. ^ . 
. hk some time we observed tfaatthe boat of 
the French ship was tpwing too, and that her 
«ailsdrew so moch better than onr own, it was 
inevitable that we must be taken ; she some- 
times fired at us, and sometimes discharged 
:guns firom her larboard quarter^- as signals to 
'her consort. Our dedc was silent and solitary ; 
the crew were rowing ; and like true English 
sailors, at the discharge of every gun, gave 
songs, and laughter, and shouts in retam^ 

When the French vessel (the consort, we 
afterwards ascertained^ was a Spanish Royal- 
ist) approached so nearly that the hope of our 
escaping was tmposnble> she hove round, and 
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Vt>yAOB TO WAIN. 11 

placed 00 under tier bMadside^ but did nol 
fire; she Bent her boot to boav^ ug^ aad^lmr 
Lieutenant and some armed mariaes «ame 
upon our deck. 

This gentleman did hb daty Mth polite- 
hess and propriety; be was told (and we 
knew he did not believe iCX that in coMe» 
quence of rough weather, and a yery- long 
passage from England, we were going into 
Corunna for fresh provisions and water. He 
said that Comnna was blodcaded, and had 
been bombarded; that ail the women had 
been sent to Ferrol ; that the ftitt of the town 
was inevitable, but the garrison was des<* 
perate; that the King of France, iYi the over- 
flowing of his affectionate solicitude for the 
Spaniards, had not less than ten titties ite^ 
plored of them tQ surrender. He said that the 
next bombardment would lay the town in 
ruins, and that those desperate men who had 
refused to accede to the terms which had been 
proposed to them, must be all cut to pieces 
when the town should he assaulted. 

The Lieutenant gave an account of General 
Bourke, wbo' commanded the French, army 
before Corunna, which I thought an incompar- 
able specimai of Frendi exaggeration — ^^ Le

grand General P the gre^^ General. Bourke 
was 00 unremittingly active, that he never lay 
down to rest^ but slept aitting on horseback ! ! ! 
Our Captain went on board the French 
brig of war (Le Cmrieux^ of eighteen guns), 
taking with him certain packets which were 
given him at one. of the public pfi^ces at 
Gravesend, with orders to deliver them on his 
arrival at Gibraltar : there were official stamps 
on these packets^ which indicated that they 
were sent " <mi His Britannic Majesty's service/* 
: The French Captain affected to believe that 
we were merchants, and employed by the 
govemm^^t that confkied to .us these disr 
patches; he appeared quite satisfied,^ said 
Uiat Corunna was blockaded, but desired. that 
we i^uld go into Ferrol, and get whatever 
we wanted. So it ended* 
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: PERROL. 

Although all was at an emd; yet utid^ 
fsttch circumataiices m ours, the reeoainieoi^a* 
turn to go into Ferrol was equivalent to a$ 
order : we passed some ships ; of war at the 
month of die Ferrol river, and we were 
obliged to ^^ bring to," opposite the fort of 
Saint Philip. The French garrison had no 
right to obstrnct the passage of English ves* 
sels at this point of the river, and our Vice^ 
Consul Fernandez^ took measures to prevent a 
repetition of such an exercise of authority, 

Don Francisco Fernandez, the )ate Viee^ 
Oopsul, and father to Don Antonio, who at 
present fills the office, was a particular friend 
of Cap4»4n Dickson's; be received ns with 
Jcindneds and hospitality, and his house was 
pur honid. while we remained in Galicia. 

Our first object was, if possible^ to asoer«- 
tain the situal^pn of Corunna. We were 
informed that Sir Robert Wilson, General 
Quiroga, the commander in ' cbief^ and Vigo, 
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tbe governor/ had left it sooie time before ; 
Sir Robert Wilson and the Governor, were 
mid to be still in Ghtlieiai engaged in raising 
soldiers; and Quiroga, who had been ap- 
pointed by the governoiBii Oaptain-General 
of Ceuta, had been ordered to proceed to 
Cadiz with' the greatest celerity. 

It was said thata; ^apitulatton was expected 
in some days, as there was no liope of assist- 
ance,, unless Sir Robert Wilson and Yigo 
could raise troops among the PaysanoSy and 
fnake an attack on the army which was be- 
sieging the town. 

A nunarber of the inhabitants of Comnna 
had sent their families to Ferrol, and the 
Alameda was crouded on the evening of 
our landing. This beautiful walk, which is 
shaded by several rows of trees, ii^ separated 
by a canal firom the ari^enal on one side, and 
on the other, the town rises abruptly on a hill. 
The bell of a convent was ringing for evening 
service, a French band was playing under 
the trees, the inhabitants and visitors were 
enjoying the promenade, and the Alameda 
exhibited at twilight a scene of peaceful 
repose. 
< The French had been for some weeks in

possession of Fenol, and we found that tbey 
were detested beyond measure by the iA« 
hftMtants. T&eybad viohiied tbe terms on 
wht(^ they got possession of the toi^n ; the 
taiUitia had been disarmed, t^y had desti^oyed 
the ^^ lapida" (the constitutional Stons)^ and 
although it had been solenmly stipulated that 
the public property was to be ipviolabk, they 
took from the arsenal a great number of can^ 
non, which they sent to the very, army which 
was laying siege to Corunna. 

The Spamards^ and partieukrly {very 
much to their honor) the Spanish ladie», 
avoided associating with them, and it was 
impossible that any thing could indicate 
more powerfuHy the general sentiment of tfa^ 
people of Ferrol; than the appearance of the 
French officers on the public prmnenade. . 

tin private, the invaders conducted them^- 
selves with great regularity : they knew that 
they were abhorred, and they were never free 
from the apprehension of some sudden rnsiir* 
rection. ^*You love the French; they are 
good people !'' said a friend of mine jocularly 
and ironically to one of the townsmen. — ^ We 
do," was the reply, " as the devil loves things 
that are holy."

an order that we should leare the harbour t^ 
moment we should get water; provisions^ and 
ballast ; but Mr. Bartlet, the English Ccmsal- 
General^ with a laudable zeal for the British 
interest^ insisted with spirit upon our right of 
remaining. We took no notice whatever of the 
order of the Authorities. Whether our GonsuH^

We often looked with exultaticm at oinr 
YesMl^ fykig secisHely in die very mkht of our 
enemies ; and on- the day of Mme festival, the 
i^jj^neh sh^ <£\fw dressed in all their co- 
lours, stored the harbonrr ud ired « aalnte ; 
tad we marl^ oer Mg floating gaUaatly 
amidst the stnohe of thsir gons. 

Captain I>idcso& was vfjtAl known as aa 
ftrdemt Constitntionalist ; he had given many 
prdofs^ of his attaetunent to the cause whSe h^ 
tesided'in Oafieia; among olliers> he^had 
effected the escc^ of Lopez, who had been 
seeeetary to Qeoend Porlier, and an ottcer in

c Although we were invested with a discre-> 
tionary power of acting according to the ne- 
cessRy iesnltitig from circumstances which 
could not be foreseen, our orders were most 
specific*, if possible to open a communication 
with Sir Robert Wilson. At the period of 
wbrich I am writing, we were in utter igno- 
ranci3 of the place to which he had retired ; a 
thousand rumours were afloat, but they varied 
with every houri and every thing was involved 
in obscurity and incertitude. 

It was reported that he and the Governor of 
Vfgo^ when thfey were about to depart fi^om 
Oorunna, had taken a solemn oith to' the 
Coufncil^ that they would ■ return by a certain 
day; it was said by some, that they were 
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among (he SMmntaioB^ of <Orea»^ and -that ^ 
they had saeceeded in coUectiog an.arai^ cf 
eight 4hottMiid men^ ftod that^o attack upoia 
tibe Fjreacdi might be^xpected erery hmr.' 

The tme state of Gertmna was but little 
known at .Feitol^ mid Casptmn DickBon came 
one day to askv my opinion c»i a plan wluoh he 
bad in conteoiplatioEn. He told me that he 
intmded to disgaise himself as a ^^ P^ymnOy^ 
to stain his &ce to Uie tinge of their general 
complexion, to speak the OcdHegOy (the db.^ 
lect of the Oalicians) and malEe an eA^rtto 
pass into Corunna through theFrendh litoes. 
If the Governor should give his opinion that 
the ^stores which' were on board. the Tessel^. 
conld contribute essentially to the defence of 
the town, we should, in that ease, makeatio-' 
thor attempt to i^usape tl^ French squadron^ 
and be the has^rd wJhat it might, to take 
chanee for the consequences. 

I told him in reply^ tl]ffi.t engaged as we 
were in the service of the Constitutionalists,. 
I could not allow any consideration for his 
life to inflqence my opinion on a point of our

> Jks a mere Mercantile concern, I told him : 
tba( J might pave it; bot that the boon, of 
England was not to be estimated by its mar- 
ketable valne. ; I finaliygave my oj^ion, that 
we shouM all at once maJke the effort to get 
iatoCorunna, end unless we were escorted, 
a&qr passing jiha French .ships, by keeping 
close to the Bay of Bata&Ms, try a rub for the 
haibour. 

Captain Dickson objected, as he feared that 
the report of jw intended Capitulation was 
probable, even, if we should effect an entrance 
by running under the fire of the French ves* 
sd^; the arms would be lost if the town were 
to be surrendered. 
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: While^tfais fd^m was under cmr consideri^i' 
tioa> we heard that a Tniice had been made 
between the' besiegers and the garrijson, asd 
we devised, another, plan/ by which we got 
into CoruDBa. 

• It was said in Gsdicia^ that the expence of 
supporting the French army in Spain waa 
forty thousand pounds a day : whether this 
^dculation was> or was not accurate, I doncH; 
pretend to determine ; but I cobsider it im-r 
portant to note what was generally believed, 
inasmuch as it formed one of the elements of 
the calculations on the probability of the dura« 
tion x>f the presence of those brigands in the 
country. 

Wb^ does England permit this atrocious 
violation of our National Independence ? was 
a question very frequently asked ; and it was a 
question to which it was very far from agree* 
able, to be obliged to reply.

MaiTAlIT DIARY OF OORVNNA. 



August IS, 1823. 

We got the passport of the Consut^eneraf ^ 
and the regular course would have been to get 
it couDtersigned by the French Commandant ; 
but as an application for this purpose would 
have only exposed us to ridicule, we deter-* 
mined rather to take the chance of succeeding 
without his signature, than the certainty of a 
refusal, if the application were to be made. 
We got into a small boat, muffled ourselves 
in such a manner as to appear as little as possi- 
ble remarkable as foreigners, wd instead c( 
kee^nngthe right of the river near Fort Saint 
Philip, or even the middle, we ^sailed down 
clos» under a small battery at the opposite 
side/ The French sentinel challenged, and 
asked where we were going : we did not ap« 

c 
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pear to take much notice of him, and an an- 
swer was, as it were, sullenly muttered, ^' ici, 
id'' — (here, here). H9 Af i^ either not very 
vigilant, or supposed, from the indifference 
with which we appeared to answer his chal- 
lenge, that we must have had regular pass- 
ports for j;oi^g out of the n^ 
. in the fi>rt of Saint Philip, at the opposite 
side, there were thirty ilUfated Frenchmen, 
officers and soldiers, close prisoners ; they had 
joined tiie Constitutional army; had taken 
rbftcge in Portugal, and. had been infanibifsly 
^iven up by those in whose protection they 
h^ confided. It was -said tlmt they were tq 
besfaot'in'ifcmie days afl^r.; 

^ere were five or six Fr^u^h frigates tiin} 
jR^^aiist 'g!ihi-hrigs, ^ aud two quechevianAif 
at the Cat)e Priorina side of the entrance to 
the Fermi river. We keptcloseto thproeM 
at the 'Slide towards Batanzos^ and.a^ small 
bcrats Itke ours were .constantly parsing, they. 
dMW6t t&ke the trouble of eisamfnlng us with 
their tel68do^& We kept along the>shore| aa 
if going '^owaifds Batanzos^ but when we had 
got^s'a far ^ar of the lirrgates that vte could 
not ' be caj^ttired, we i^tiddenly dianged icmr. 
C6ur9e, ycKl sitiod a^ .... ^ 
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itewed(q»mi<ihdd:the barbbiir, wehaiirf;ed 
the Britbli 'flag, dad were hailed by f he gcmrd 
on "the ratnportfir of Fort Sdnt AfiCbliia This 
eastle is bttilt on a^ niehy islfrnd^'at ft littile 
distaaoe fitmiilhecto^:; It !&used^ the (dace 
otit^oitfiQesteQt of «tate prisoners, abdfi^rmsd 
n^ry important part of the fortifications by 
which the iiarboar is defended. It had been 
battered by tb^-fhsench frigates a few days 
before oar arrival, «nd the upper part had stas- 
taioed some injury from the fire of their 
oannon. An old %)anidi Cblonel eame on 
bo^rd at.ihe Oastle, atteikled by an orderly^ 
and^oh onr landing at the town, he attended 
as to the quarterJB of the Commandant Novella* 
Thevdn the Oovevnor was- preseiit'at onr in* 
trodiictBn. Captaln:I>i%ikB(»i pleaded private 
business as onr: motive fichr going , to. Gdrunnari 
. and no aBasion wKs made' to^ the real object; 
as: it was nec^sary, first, to ascertain whether 
it was notaheady determined that the tovi^n 
shouid capitulate; 

^After leaving the Genei^l and the Governor^ 
we went to find Cilpiatn Mackenzie, of the 
Oornnna' rifle corps, who was on duty at the 
i^^ of the town; next the Brniy of the he^ 
dlctgersr. He bronght dr through a stnall gate 
c 2 
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to the out w^orks^ 'where the Spanish soldiers 
were on the alert at their postsyand he pointed 
out to US: the groundon which the battle had 
be6h fought in which Sir Robert Wilson 
was wounded. At this time Sir Robert had 
been serving as a voluAieer in the Spanish 
army, and his gallantry and litter disregard 
of persorial danger, werie'the theme of univer- 
sal admiration both at Ferrol anid Corunn^. 

From the ramparts we proceeded to Colo- 
nel ' Light's quarters, and were very sorry to 
find him suffering with acuteness, in conse^ 
qiience of the state of his wound, and the 
painful apprehension, that in. another day he 
might be made prisoner. His situation was 
one' of peculiar interest; he was Sir Robert 
Wilson's Aid-de-camp ; he had displayed 
gallantry ih the battle, and he^was severely 
wounded after its termination. He was fired 
at by some French soldiers while endeavour- 
ing to persuade some of the Biscayan volun- 
teers to retice for safety into the town, from 
imder the arches of the aqueduct near the walls 
of Corurina. * General Qniroga, who com- 
manded in chief in the engagement, has since 
spoken of him to me in the most flattering 
terms. While we sat by his bed-side, we had 
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a. long coDversatioii on the state of G41icia; 
asid the^ mmfortune of being without some 
BritiBh soldiers, was:dwelt on very strongly. 
Them ne^er was a time when men > could be 
found more easily; I had, myself, at Colonel 
jCcrant's.^ .request, : niade- inquiries in. Ireland, 
about the facility of raising soldiers, and ^I 
found that they could be induced (I must not 
saj to enlist), to come .whenever they might 
be wanted, in almost any numbers. > 
: After ;we took . cmr leave of Colonel Light, 
a la^ge party dined tc^tber, and the occiir-^ 
•rences of the :siege formed, as may be easily 
^iwagihed, the fftrincipal subjects -of our con^ 
« vensation irT-the battle and sortie, and the 
< bombardfheni^; (lie dreadful effect'of the in^ 
xehdiary halb, and the atrocious conduct of 
ftheFrenchr, who always' directed the:fire bf 
their artiltel'y whenever the^ observed acoh- 
flagratijon, that the townsmen might: be de- 
terred frc»n a^temptilig its e^^tinctioo. We 
j^ke of the heroic spirit of the. women 5vho 
^ attended the ; soldiers with ^ refreshments, 
brought them ^wine to the ramparts, asfdst^d 
Jn extipgttishing the ilameft of tbehou^e^^and

Wm a sweet reply^ and weU befitting a ta^ 
who possessed beauty as well as spirk. 

The Biscayans were the pride of the Con* 
stitiitional army: while they retreated upon 
Cornnna throi]^h their own country and Asta* 
rias, they carried on a harassing Guerilla 
warfare with the army c^ the invaders; and 
in the battle they had fought * with ^ dis- 
tinguished gallantry. ' They sometimes went 
'out at night in boats, and brought vegetables 
from the gardens of ^e suburb of Saint Lu* 
'cia,' which they distributed in the^moming as 
presents to the market-women. Their adi^n- 
tiires on these occasions were not always 
bloodless: th^ one night had a Tenc<«itre 
with siaitoen Frendt tiBMn, some of whom 
were killed, and they frequently had flying 
iskirmishes in these nocturnal excursions. 

The desperate sally made by the raw volun- 
t^rs was spoken of in terms of the highest 
upraise. It was made with such fury, that the 
Fren<^ were driven back fraoi the vicinity of 
the gliu^ to the wind-mills on the hills. The 
gun-boats Tenxxr ai^ A1c(mei fired double^ 
headed shot, which sometimes took down 
several men together, aa the enemy descended 
inad^nsecdmndu ; ; ^ 
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After dinner^ CiHptaia Piekfioa und Cap- 
tain Mackenzie, went together io th0 hou^ of 
the Governor j who made inquiry of the li^r, 
how far he Inight venture taspeak-hefore th^ 
stranger ; andrMaekenzie^ who is a brave 
oflScer, and a staunch Constitationalift) gave 
him assurances of such a nature, that he laid 
aside all reserve. He said, '^ that a Capita* 
lation was inevitable ; that they had no hope 
4hat the siege could be raised by any army 
abroad ; that Ballesteros had surrendered, 
and that it would be vain to attempt to hold 
out any longer." When Madcenzie expressed 
some doiibt of the aecuracy of the aeeoHAt of 
Ballesteros having madc^ terms, the Governor 
replied, ^^ That it was true as that the lamp 
was lighting upon the table." He then said, 
" What can we do ? We have no hope of 
succour from abroad, and as we do not expect 
that the siege can be raised, to protract the 
defence would be but to convert the town into 
ruins ; by another bombardment to injure the 
property of prii^e individuals,^ to sacrifice the 
lives of soldiers, and yet ultimately we must 
be compelled to surrender to the ^nemy." 

Captain Dickscm inquired if (he garrison^

Wfi returned' to Ferrol wlt&Ottt snyf m^ 
terraption'V the day was wet aod gloMdy, and 
we passed the Fr^ieh ships at; the mouth of 
the ri¥er withmitattractiiig ohservatiot)< — 

Id two days after our departure from Gok 
runna Moiillo madid his entry. It is said that 
ke i^ipeared tO' be vioteotl^ iaeeosed at fails 
reoeption) for there was not a Nfigle ^^ viva f 
and I wa» informed^ 4liat as he rode through^ 
one of tl^ streets, he q^oke in terms o^ grosis 
bratality to a young lady wfa» was standing 
in a balcony ; applying to her a term of the 
most degrading insult, and asldng why there 
was no drapery suspended from tde windows. 

On taking, possession of the town, he made 
inquiry where Sir Robert Wilson had retired

Morillo while his character was in its deve- 
lopement; and his opinion of that persoimge 
was just what I expected. He comoienced 
his career as a corporal of marine^ ; he was 
described to me as> man of desperate bravery^ 
but so remorseless in prosecuting his specnla* 
tions of selfish aggran4izement, that he would 
pour torrents of blood to gratifjf the worldiDgs 
of his aspiring ambition. His manners are 
said to be. in, the lastdegcee savage and re- 
pulsive. , . - . ; 

Among, the rumours whMi were circulated 
.at Ferrol after the surrender of Corunna, tl^at 
one which ai^[)eared to. attract the greaisest 
attei^tiQD, wjas a report that at Burgos the 
prie^tjK and monks had made. efforts to excite 
discontent against the Puke of Angouleme 
and. the Regency. A bpdy of French cavalry 
marched from Ferrol : their orders were said 
to be for Villafranca, but it was generally 
supposed that their destination would'be Bur* 
gos, either to ropress any disturbance, or to 
prevent it by their presence. 

It was reported, that at Oreiiza forty of the 
Facciosos had been taken from their beds^ and 
butchered in cold blood; but this horrible 
story was never confirmed ; it was probably 
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imreBted td throw odium on the Constkution- 

aBsts. 

^ Jt Was said, that even within a few miles of 

Cbrunna, a party of the French had been sur- 
prised and annihiUted by a band of (Gruerillas. 

^ I do not pledge myself for the triith or false- 
hood of any of these rumours, but it is inte- 
resting that I ^ould advert to them, for 

' rumours which are not discredited the moment 
they originate, are powerful indications of the 
spirit of the time. 

I have said before, that our orders were, ^^ if 
posiable to op^ a communication with Sir 
Robert Wilson;'^ some reports stated that he 
had r^urned to England; others ikai he had 
been made prisoner at Lisbon ; sbme said that 
he had sailed directly for Gibrialtar ; biit the 
most generally received opinion was, that he 
was still in Qalicia. We hoped that when 
communications should be opened with the in- 
terior after the Capitulation of Corunna^ we 
might be able to get some intelligence, either 
through Colonel Light or the Vice-Consul.

An arrangement had been made that ive 
were to sail slowly out of the harbour, down 
the Ferrot river, and to take those on board 
who should approach us with a particular 
signal. After we had glided down beyond 
the fortress of Saint Philip, we observed a 
boat shooting from among the rocks to the 
right, at the foot of the steep and rugged 
hill. She displayed the crimson faandkeri- 
chief, which had been agreed on as a isig- 
nal, and in a few moments after, a Spaniard 
who sat at her stem, flung up his -baggage 
over the bulwark and hurried through the 
gangway. We still glided slowly down, but 
when we had so far passed the entrance to the 
Tiver, that no one else was to be expected, we 
crowded sail, and retreated as rapidly as we 
could from the vioinity of Morillo. 

We had been ibr near three weeks among 
the French and Royalists, who were in pos- 
session of FerroL We lamented that Colonel 
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Light was not the companion of our voyage, 
but we hoped that we might soon meet him, 
wherever we ourselves should be on service. 

One of the Biscayans, when he found him- 
self on board a British ship, and on the open 
sea, exclaiipied to his companions, ^^ Who in 
the world are now more free than we are? in

VOYAGR TO GIBit ALTAR. ' ' 

* ^ For three days Iftie wind was feirfe ft 
eoald blow, ri^t aft; and dariiig the entii^ 
time of oor voyage to Gibraltar^ the weather 
was very fine. 

During the dd.y «ve passed the time as men 
generally do under such circumstances : we 
discussed politics, and concentrated all our 
hopies in the defence pf Cadiz, and the glorious 
struggle made by Mina in Catalonia. We 
spoke of the fervid spirit of the Constitution in 
Galicia; read the military Diario of the oper- 
ations of the army, and a thousand commen- 
taries were made by those who had been 
engaged in the battle, the sortie, and the 
other incidents of the siege. 

The Biscayans sometimes clustered on the 
spars and folded sails Uiat filled the long-boat, 
and read or slept for boors together. They 
sometimes swam alongside^ or fired with 
their fiisees at thesea*gulls and i^nets. They

PhiKp, was slauding near us'} he took the 
papers from my haurd^ and jpoioted out to ine«i 
passage in which a partbidar service was said 
to have been peHbr med by a particular officer:

While thus engaged, 
we suddenly heard a cannonade from the side' 
of the i^ore ; the Spwiards started up from' 
thdr reading and sleeping, and a shout of ex- 
ultation burst on the moment. We knew by 
the c$mnonading that Cadiz had not sur- 
r^dered. Don Jose D'Ovando sprang, from 
the poop, on which he was lying, and ordered 
wine to be brought upon deck, and we all 
drank his toast x>f ^' Viva la Consfitucbionr 

During the whole day we heard, from time 
to time, the discharge of the cannon, and a 
thousand speculations were the consequence 
of the inference which was drawn from the 
firing at Cadiz. In the evening, about sun- 
set, the wind freshened, and was again right 
aft, our studding-sails were set, and we swept 
rapidly forward : the cannonading still con- 
tinued, and at every heavy discharge a shout 
of triumph was raised upon^ur deck.

To our uttier astonishoieuti we heard in

Our ship was regularly cleared out in Loa« 
don for Gibraltar, and of course the Authoiities 
had no right to interfere with a British vessel 
under such circumstances, much less to dare 
to exercise such a despotic power as that of 
preventing British subjects from entering a 
town which, politically speaking, was as 
much a part of England as the Island cf 
Portland. 

The Yoast cutter bad airrived a little time 
before. Imprudent disclosures had been nmde 
by some who were on board her, relative to 
their own purposes ; but vte were regularly 
cleared out in London,, and we violated "no 
forms ; with us the Ckiverntnent or ^^ mi»ule'! 
of Gibraltar had no'rigfat to interfere. A coun- 
cil was held in tlie garrison^ for the pmpme^oi 
deciding whether the ship and cargo, togedier 
with the Voast cutter,- and the guifpowder, 
arms, &c. &c. which- were* on 'board her, 
should not be confiscated. The ^' gcave and 
learned Seigniors of the Council" of Gibraltar 
sagely decided for a seizure, without refers 
ence to the date of a particular-^ proclamation ; 
but Sir William A'Court, who was conmlted 
on the occasion, sh6wed them that the pro« 
elamation was issued subsequently to the time

The conduct of these three (anid for aoght I 
either know or care^ of General Don) will 
burst upon the reader in all its lustre, when 
he is informed that Sir Robert Wilson himself 
had but a short time been a resident in the 
garrison, from whence he bad gone to Cadiz 
in company with General Quiroga! 

On the day following the night of our ar« 
rival, when our Captain returned on board 
from the Town-Major's office, and told us 
that there w^ an absolute prohibition of our 
landing, the indignation of the Spaniards uras 
unmeasured. We ourselves, it may be sup^ 
posed, ^ere not in the very best temper. Oft 
the second night of our imprisonment I went 
late upon deck, and found Don Jose D'Ovando 
alone, piacing backward - and forward. He 
spoke in terms of astonishment and indigna^ 
tion ; he said that the most despotic govern*^ 
ment of Eurq)e could not treat himself.and 
his unhappy countrymen with greater harsh-* 
ness; and that if they had gone among the 
/Turks, they could not have given them a re* 
cejption more inhospitable. 

The most perfect example <)f politeness that 
i remember to 'have read of, was that of a 
^laniard, aKing of Spain to a Prince of JSiig)- 
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Isnd: Philip the Fourth took the left of the 
Prince of Wales every where except in 
Charles's own suite of apartmeots in llie 
Royal palace of Madrid : ^^ Here," said the 
King, ^^ I take the right, because here youar^ 
at'hbnae/' The present English government 
of Gibraltar courteously inverts this principle^ 
and makes the Spaniards remember that they 
are ndt at home in their own country. 

^^ Is this neutrality^, is this the English hos* 
pitality you vaunted to Us ; is this die asyluofi 
that you promised us with so much confi* 
dence?" This was said by the Spaniards ill 
Htterness of spirit, when we visited them 
lifter our liberation. 

During the time of our. confinemaoit on 
board tiie vessel, Mn Uewelyn and Captiuii 
B**-k performed all the offices ctf kindn^s; 
they came to visit us, and gave, us th(9ir 
assistance in the communications whidi w^re 
necessary to be made with those who were 
exercising the functions of authority. 

About this time Lord Cochrane's squadron 
arrived off LisbcHi from Brasil ; and a son Of 
Sir Robert Wilson, who was one of bis Lord« 
4faip's officers, came to Gibraltar, where he

Professor Parish, the Rev. Mr. Craw- 
ley, the Presiifcnt of Magdalen^, the Rev. Vto^ 
feasor Sedgewick, and the Rev. Mh Peacock 
of Trinity, wei^e not forgotten. 
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Soon afler we were permitted to laiid> a,c<Mf^ 
wrsation occurred, which indicates very for* 
cibly the opinion formed in the town of 
the conduct of the Governuqent. A SpaoiMi 
merchant^ to whom I wac^cHie day speakings 
said to an Algerine^ that I was one of tbe 
^/ Inrgleses? who had been prevented from land- 
ingy and asked if they treated people soliadly 
at Algiers? The Moor placed bis finger before 
his face, shook his head and bis hand v^ry ex^ 
pressively^ and answered simply but forcibly^

While we were engaged in the arrange? 
ments with the merchant to whom We had 
consigned the stwes, we were informed im 
good authority, that a supply of gunpowder 
was much wanted by the garrison of Cadiz. 
Tl^ Yoast cutter had been consigned by the 
Spanbh Committee to the care of Captain 
IHckson, and we expcicted to fall in with her 
in one pf the ports of Galicia, if our pbiis 
.had not been frustrated by the occupati<m of 
Viga 

At the period of which I am writings Gi- 
braltar was 39i^mely interesting: it was the 
focus oj'political intelligence from all parts of, 
Spain ; and the news of every other country^ 
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was well known through an abundant supply 
of English newspapers. A thousand lying 
rq)orts (techoically called '^ shaves/') were 
atthesaque time originated and circulated; 
and ** what is the shave of th^ dayr was the 
comnion question^ in allusion to the pfedomi* 
nance of falshood in the accounts that were 
propagated. I yhall here give some of the 
Gibraltar news, just as we heard it at the time. 
It was said that a thousand men had been 
killed at the taking of the Jrochadero, and it 
was feared that the loss of a point of so much 
iippQirtaoQe, with such a dreadful carnage, 
would have a most disastrous influence on the 
cause of the Constitutionalists. In one or two 
days after, it was confidently asserted that Sir 
Robert Wilson had re-taken the Trochadero^ 
and was {^pointed to the command. There 
wf^an account that Riego had cut to pieces a 
large body of French lancers, and that he 
joined the artuy of Ballesteros immediately 
after. There were accounts of brilliant sue* 
cesses obtained by Mina in Catalonia, and 
it was said that the Empecinado had cut off 
the eomipunication between Cadiz and Ma^ 
drid. It was believed that an armistice had 
been concluded at Cadiz, and that the Duke 
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of Angoaleme was "lieartily sick" of the Re- 
gency of the Capital. It was told vs tfaa^ 
Santi Petri had most certainly been taken ; 
this was again contradicted/ but it was stated 
thiat the French had erected a battery at the 
opposite side of the river, and that the en- 
trance at Santi l^etri was within the range of 
their fire. We were informed that as the 
French blockading ships carried lanterns, the 
Spaniards who attempted to get intd Cadiz, 
as a judicious '^ ruse de guerre ^^ Carried 
lanterns too. 

The accounts from Ceuta were deplorable' ; 
the garrison wanted almost every thitig; and 
about two thousand unhappy convicts wei^ 
said to bq absolutely starving. General Qui- 
roga had been appointed by the Cortes, Cap- 
tain-General of Ceuta> but in consequence of 
the state of the garrison, he had never taken 
the commands Ordonnez held Tariffa for the 
Consttf utionstlists ; and O'Donnell was at Al- 
geziras with a garrison of Royalists. While 
we listened to all the different stories that 
wror^ in circulation, we had business enough 
oa haudi^ to keep iis cgnstaqtly occupied.

The negotiations in whicb we; ymxet en- 
gaged aft this time^. wei^ df the otknoBt imr 
pofiaaca to. the interests of the Coimiiiitef^> 
yet U they wen nientioned without cicptaiia^ 
tioDy theyr wonldappearto be tJie very contncyi 
Igive^ aa aa- iastaace, the advdrtisfeiteentaf 
tbe two cargoes for pablic sale^ and a request 
of the merchant to whom we had. omsigned 
them tO' seU some small portion^ for ifistance^ 
fi^w six mus&ets. 

White we were at GSbrallar, tb^e w«sa 
skirmish at the linea^ between fiiur hundred 
armed and mounted contrabahdistas ( smog^ 
gfers) and some of the Army of the Faith^. 
who attempted to oppose them* Tfaetcrjiof 
the sfviiggbm was '^ Vina la Cdniliiwxi(Mr^ 
but these worthy gentlemen. Wtanld; h»ye 
shmited '^ Vw^ el Bey adsobrto^' ift fiye tni- 
nates after, if it answeted itieie povposd. 
D 5 
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The grand attack upon Cadiz by sea and 
by land> was now every day expected; the 
Trochadero had fallen, and the fall of Santi 
Petri was to be apprehended very soon. The 
loss of this fort would be irreparable, as it 
commanded the entrance of the river, by 
which communication: was kept open by those 
vessels which escaped the blockiading fleet. 
' We had no absolute orders from Sir Robert 
Wflsbn, but we had intelligence which was 
equivalent to the most positive command. We 
had b^n hot only informed on very good au-* 
thority, that a supply of gunpowder was much 
wanted by the garrison, but that some thou- 
sand English muskets aod bayonets would be 
also very acceptable. Under circumstances 
like these^ we could have no hesitatioq in 
forming our decision, that as the grand attack 
upon the town was hourly to be expected, it 
was our duty to make an effort to break the 
FrencI^ blockade. We considered Cadiz to 
be the very life-blood of the Spanish Cause, 
and that ho. subordinate object should be 
contemplated for a moment, while a question 
arose in which its defence was.ccmcerned. . 
• We knew perfectly well, that if Cadiz were 
to fall^ the \rsT, for the present, would come 
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to a termination. We alsamed a haavy res- 
ponsibility, but as Sir Robert Wilson himself 
had made the attempt to get into Cadiz, and 
had succeeded, we hoped that the coarse 
which we agreed on would not be disapproved 
of by the Committee for which we were acting. 

I beg to be permitted to state, as one of our 
principles of action, that we were then, and 
on every other occasion, accustomed to esti-* 
mate what we had in charge, not as so many 
thousand stand of arms, so niany hundred 
barrels of gunpowder, &c., but on a more ex« 
panded principle, and we called them so many 
thousand stand of British arms, for so we 
were in the habit of estimating their political 
importance. 

There, was a Xebeque schooner in the Bay^ 
one of these vessels so felicitously named Mys« 
ticals, an admirable sailer ; her owner was an 
Algerine, and an agreement w.as made with 
him for taking her to Cadiz. He was to get 
eight hundred dollars for the useof his vessel; 
this was to cover every contingency, for if she 
were to be sunk or taken, he was to have no 
claim on the Committee for any compensation. 
The sum was enormous, but we deemed the 
importance of what we were eiigaged in^ far 
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Hmettwti oqiniralwt. The X^^jeqm. was. ta 
ba ckarteMd imdM the l&ig^fih flag, aad wa 
olflsrediimt fet SaioA Luoar; whicbiwajs. uv 
jMw w roiogff tiib Bimdb. We^ got Ictttera^^to

oin^geaandiafll other esp^nees, on our arrival 
at: Cadifl, and iim CaftaiQ had orders notta 
ddiwr the^ eafgo to thaCUivemiBent until 1^ 
abonUbepaiiL 

Wi^ erainitoed the^Xebeque with as mnch as 
she could carry : fifty barrels of gunpowder j 
fiire. hundred musdcets and bayoneU, acme 
mi|^t7 db^thing and military apnutrements^ 
If the wind should become unfi^d^rable, we 
wepe tO' «(op at Tarif&^ uiider the profcoction 
of O9doone9>i the Governor ; and. in case we^ 
wiere^ to^ meet with ao^ of the French ships 
under partioulai^ eircumslances, which were 
specified^ w^were to anchor off. the African 
shore uotil: we should perceive that we had mi 
ojppottunitjfof pursuiDg oar destination. 

I ^bo1ltii hdire pMytioned^ that the Captain^ 
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oFthci Ms, altBbi^ fad had made sdpeeifid 
agr^emeiitr to tkke oiir recoouneiKlatiott in 
writing ^r general remimeratioH, iD^isted now 
upob oar giving him bilU. The remuneration 
was to be for returning out (^ his- course from * 
A^giD^* to Corunna, for remaitiHig at Feno)*, 
and for demurrage at Gibraltar, &o. He did 
ndt denythiat hie had made an agreement to 
talfie oar recommendation to the Committee; 
but knowing that he had us in his power, he 
now insisted upon gettingbills, and threaten^ 
to give formal information to the worthy Ma- 
jor FeHows, of the nature of our purposes, if 
we refused to comply. 

The necessity of the ease, which was one 
of extremity, compelled us to submit ; it was 
no time ifor mooting points of minor inpoit-* 
ancci while we had such an object as. ours 
in contemplatim; If he h^ giv^n infimnat- 
tion upon oath^ as he threatened^ tb^e would 
have been at the least inevitaUe delay, and 
(politically speaking) we eens^idet^ aay deiaiy 
as perfectly *e(]uivalent to the loss of the arms. 

While we were making our preparations 
for sieilidg, the^Tribnne frigate was atandior 
at Europa Point ; she sometimes sent out a 
romog guard, and we were by no means free 
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(torn apprehension that vre might meet with 
some difficulty if we happened to encocmter 
any of her boats while engaged on this duty« 
There was a French frigate near the fort of 
Algenras, at the opposite side of the Bay^; so 
tiiatour situation altogether was not free frcmi 
perplBxity^ 

The Roek of Gil»raltar is a hnre and ragged 
mountain promontory, with a s^u'ried ridge, 
and an enormous precipice terminates it per- 
pendicularly on the side next to the Ifkud. 
The fi^ifications, as every one knows, are of 
such strength as to be deemed almost impreg- 
nable. The ancient Moorish castle ofGibel 
Tharic stands on one of the abrupt cliffs above 
the town^ and is at present used as a prison. 
The town itself is well built, and between the 
ramparts and Europa Point, the termination 
of the promontory, a lovely Alameda extends 
along the shore. 

The Mole exhibits a scene of iJbe utmost 
variety : Greeks, Moors, Turks, Jews, &c. in 
their respective costume, are intermingled 
with English and Spaniards, and the natives of 
almost every other country. In the Bay are to 
be seen the dbipsand the flags of every nation* 
At the opposite side of the Bay, at the foot of 
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the Sierra, stand the town and fort of Alge«> 
nna, and at the opposite side of the strait 
fstxods the fortress of Centa, on the African 
flftiore« 

The Algerine from whom we had hired the 
Xebeque did every thing possible to hasten 
the preparations for sailing, the vessel lay in 
the harbour at some distance from the Mole, 
and we went on board the very moment the 
preparations were concluded. The name 
Mystical (*^ mistico") has been chosen with 
incomparable felicity; they are smugglers, 
privateers, at times regular traders, war 
iauBches, every thing in turn. They have 
three masts, the yards, which are generally 
braced obliquely, are of an extraordinary 
length, longer considerably than the masts 
themselves ; they carry two very large trian- 
gular sails on the main and fore-masts, and a 
smaller one of the same form on a jigger mast 
at the stern. A kind of light gallery projects 
far beyond the rudder, and there are two 
stem-ports for guns, to give some play to an 
enemy. They sometimes sail (when they run 
' right before the wind) with the two gre|^ tri- 
angular sails reversed to each other; one ex- 
tremity of each of the yards is in that case 
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braced 4o the bolwarki^ lute on tkei etorlfOs^^^ 
and ' the other on the larboani Aj^ the JMb^s 
ate iniicb longer .than the meegtA, the sails ex* 
pand widely above, and terminating in angles 
obliqne to the masts, give that sfipearance so 
well described hy, the sea^pbmse^ that in mikr 
ning before the mAuA ^^ they go under their 
wings/' The Algerinedid not come on hoard, 
bnt we bad his captain and creiw, who were 
Spaniards, Genoese, and '^ Rock Scotpions." 
We got into our boat at the Mol$ ^ lield no 
conversation which could be overheard, and 
rowed through the shipping to the place where 
the Mystical was lying, and ready to weigh ., 
anchor. . _

CHAP. VIL 

VOYAGE TO CADIZ.

ipRB l^fi Confeamr wbom TTe had 
broDght fv6vEk Cklibid;^ sotrie of the Biscajanft^ 
Mr. WilsoD) Cftpf a^ii Ma4^teDztfe> Mr. lieirelirv 
and CapKiil B ■ k j agreed to take ehaiice 
witb as, $Md at flvQ in the afUsrhoon we 
weighed aB6kor and sailed. Th^ wkd was 
fair 81^ it Gould blow^ add ^q soqii found our^ 
selves clear of the Bay. We were not without 
apprelieBston that we might be brought«io by 
the French £riga(e niear the fort of Algezifas> 
bnC we passed without being noticed. The 
Tribftne had sailed from Gibraltar two days 
before. 

After we had cleared the harbour, and 
were in the strait appros^hing Tarifia, a 
sebboner wttich was oa the saAessoMse, ma^ 
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meuvred, and stood away as if fior Tangier od 
the coast of Barbary, and we (as we did not 
know but she might have been sent to watch 
us), manoeovred to keep away as &r from 
her as we codd. 

The heath was on fire on the summits of tlie 
mountains betwera Gibraltar and TMiSa^ and. 
th^ irolumed flames which A^M^ended thitm^ 
the smoke, gaTe the appearance of a volcaao 
at the time of an empti<m« The red light 
that Aired and gleamed down from them upon 
fte waters on our right, ccmtraMed itself with 
jthe pale lustre of the light of the frill moon 
which played, behind us in the east upon the 
pwdling waves. Tbia contrast might aflocd 
a very picttireaqbe rabject of stndy to a ha^ 
scape painter; but we could Jiave dispensed 
with the mocmligfat in th^ illumination of ther 
scenery. 

; The wind contiimed fror, and carried us 
with great nudity against the current of the 
strait ; we passed the fortress of Tariffed w^ch 
was held by Ordonoez with'; two thoasfmd 
men ; he sooMtimes converted a part of his 
garrison iiito Guerillas, and roamed throiigh 
the Sienti and the whole of the comitry^ to the 
very gales of Algezt;a«.* Tfa« beacaon ^f Tariffst 
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was' not lighted, and the tower stood lonelj^ 
^xm the shore. The cape appeared a!-head» 
ami vm sailed over Htm very scene of the aotioD 
of ^Trafiilgar. It was an hoar when, we could 
rrammber Nelson, as Nelson shcmld be re* 
Bielirimred ! .. The moon now became clouded, 
but tfie wind still, and still freshened, und 
am : ^vessel, as I > once, heard a ^. describe 
aneli suling^ rushed t^-.wild^fire scaoipeifiqg? 
throngh. the. waves. : 

We expected that the FTewh..Cbner«l 
Lalleniand woi(Id;haye accoi|i{NMiied us, but 
he ichaag^ his purpose, A Spanish lady was 
eager to tajte a part in our adventisre, but 
with great want of gallantry we declined" 
permitting her to be a passenger. We bad 
as0ertaii|ed her mptiye fi^ making the request^ 
m^ we did not deem it to be of interest suC^ 
fieiently dec|> to justify us to ourselves if we 
pOTiii|t€4 her to conie on board. The Spa^ 
imh wosMb seein to have a recl(less contempt 
itf-dMger« I have already describe4 a lady 
who^ wKs' a peri!omfi<ktion cf bercM^ism (if 
diere be such a terra )» and the answer oi 
Donna Isadora is not nmly forgotten. , 
: The early part of our voyage^ from the time

Mr. Wilitonl, who Jud been wiihiit tbio 
shock, gave Oi^ati aoooitetof l^eentbi^ 
atVa^p4Ml«d.

Xhe 
ibockto the ships in helping agwinUst die bet* 
torn BB the sea receded^-^the sudden retM^ 
gressicn of ate waters in a moniilaumM ttnw 
rentj-^be heaving of the earth,-*-4fae seamtion 
in ipvaikmg ott ity as if of> asoeoding upon 
eteiFs^ — the deep chasm on the shore^^-the 
tdmbliBg of the houses,-— 4he nunheret \vi10 
mete crushed to death^-^-^and the direful con« 
^eqp^nce to more (ban an hundred iU*fated 
wocaen who were near the time of their cot^- 
finement. 

As we approached nearer and nearer to the 
place where we were to expect to find the 
aiemy> the Captain and some of die crew 
went continually to the head of the vessel ; . I 
narked them closely, and scarcely ever wit- 
nessed any thing like the anxious aad eager 
jntantness with which they kept their Took** 
4mt a4iead, or the rigid straining, without 
work, of every musdO) as they bent over the 
liowiB, and rapidly shot fiorward their arms in 
pointing to |^ea where objects were tobserv- 
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able, or where they soppoted them to be 
lisible; Their voices, in accordance^ weie 
atraining shrilly, though not IcMid. 
' About an hour after nftidoight, as we ap- 
proached the Isle of Leon, ^e observed by 
the dim and clouded mdonlight^ that wewere 
near some ships, and a firing commenced oa 
us from a battery on the shore. In a few mo-» 
OMUts after, we found that we were in the 
very thick of the French squadron. SonM 
guns were discharged from the windward^ 
and we could perceive that there. wer« two 
vessels close upon our lee. Some frigatoa 
were lyiug at anchor on die same side, and 
their gun-brigs and launches were sailing in 
every direction. The fire was kept up wjth 
rapidity, btit the wind Mew so steadily, that 
we held OB our way, although the hope <tf 
escaping nngfat be well called "forlorn."' 
. AAer we had made some rapid way, wae 
obaarved that a launch which wasneantt to 
XLS " hove in stays," and the schooner ^icfh 
was second, immediately after. When w« 
saw them tacking, we expected to have our 
deck instantly cleared by the gun of the 
launch, ttnd the broadside of the other. The 
ccMnmaQders of the frigates were what Englkh 
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tors would call /^IdbberiyswabB," for if they 
hsA opened thmr ifee^ ibey mi^ have soak 
us on the momehU. 

The brew crouched down i^pM the deck^ 
Ibe Captain twisted himself like a portion t^f 
a screw into the c<n*ner near the riidder ; the 
Confessor implored that the stern-ports mi^^ 
be closed to keep out the balk, and then feii 
to prayers and stuffed his face into a <^arcoal 
bag. While the sailors were prostrated upon 
t^e deck, they said among each other, ^' We 
are all lost ! We are all lost! They will fire 
their broadside in one moment! We can't 
stay here to be kiHed, let us bear up and. sur« 
fendei! " f " bamos par la popa^). They 
stairted from the deck, and rushed forward on 
the .moment, and were beginning to ease, off 
the fiii^-sheet and square that yard, that tl^y 
might bear up for the enemy. 

Captain Dickson happily overheard them ; 
he y^9lted over the boat, which lay obliquely 
across the deck, rushed to the sheet which 
ihey were loosening, seijsed it, and said to 
tben|-T-^^J?or Qod's sake, my friends, don't 
mind their cannpn, don't let that loose, there's 
noising fi>r us to care Ah* ; so don't be afraid. 
Let lis haul still closer to the wind^ and per-^ 
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baps vv!e may escape tiiem*"; Evjery thing da^ 
peaded opoii a moment^ for. if a mooMiit b^d 
been lost, we &diould have been ioeiritably 
takea*. Cheered hy hift aaanrance, tibe.ma* 
riners, instead of beariag up,, hauled closer 
to the wind. I must not omit ddng ju8tic»i to 
Mrr Wilson, who afforded, both example and 
assistance, at a mcnnent cm which so much 
depended* 

At this very hour, if we had the dominion 
of this .gale, k coQld not have blown more 
auspiciously^ it was i^eady and: Tehement, 
and our mystical baric (to use the phrase of 
a mariner), ^^ sailed '' upon . the waters '^ like 
s^ spirit." The enemy's fire glanced ^d flashed 
through the darkness, hot in a few minuites 
we shouted at them in derision, when the} 
i:eeoiled from us, as ii; were by a kind of 
magnetic repulsion. We were within the 
range of the protection of 'the guns^.Sstnti 
Petei. Oir sailors let fly one of the sh^ete^ 
the sail flappfed violently ; it was some tinse 
before it could be furled, and when we tyere 
. iiarled by the sentinels on the rampart of Sand 
Petri, we were not able to bring-to. They 
^fired some musket bullets, whieh^ whistled 
close, butdid us no harm. The marinersorieid 
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but that we wet e friends^ ;itnd the Btioagiaibft 
(footed ''' Viva la Camtitucianr 

Sdoh after we had fq^rled £he saili and 
dropped anchor in the river, a boat rdw^ 
ni|>idly alongside; we did fiot knoW whinjt 
thcr^ might be, and we stood upon tlie de« 
feo^ive«: Tl^y told m iq great trepidation, 
that they were part of the crew of a Spanish 
veaeei that had been just taken, and that they 
had ' escaped at one side while the Frendi 
were boarding on the other. White 'we lay 
at anchor a Spanish vessel carrying a lantern 
glided several times round the walls (^ the 
fort of Santi Petri. 

We lay at anchor until day-break, and th$n 
sailed up the narrow passage of the Saqti 
Petri river (or rather narrow sinuous strait of 
the sea), to San Fernando, a town on the 
IsIaofLeon. h may not be perhaps super- 
flnous to observe, that the whole of the island, 
wfafoh was v^ry strongly fortiGed as welf as 
tte town of Gadiz itself, which lies at its ex« 
tremity, was in the possession of the Spa- 
iriards. ' The fdrt of Sitnti Petri is on' a sttiiill 
illand at soAie distance from the other ex^ 
tremity. The passage of the Santi Petri iStfaJt 
is narrow and dangerous, ^by reason of sands 

£ 
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and foeks wbidi form bufa and reefr on eitber 
side, and on one of these banks we obseirved 
a'laionqh that had faera stranded, fay deviating 
ftomtheokaiiDel. 

Sbn Fernando is regalar and well bnilt^ 
wkh wide i«tneets and very:fine booses; ^ 
OeneMV who commanded in cUef on the 
island had ^bis head*4]aait«f« in the towa» 
wbtdi lies at a distance of about ten miles 
from Cadiji. It is 'Celebrated as the place 
where Oeaeral Qutpegia had his head-qnarters 
vrhea^ In the year 18S0, he was commander 
in chief i^ tbye army that proclaimed the Con- 
stitution. We breakfasted, , and some of our 
pui^t^ Uion «lept for two. or three hours upon 
cholfl and tables in the ^reat saloon of the 
inn J apd H'e afterwards hired caleches (a kind 
of ^cabriolets), and proceeded to Cadiz. We 
parsed 0¥er the parched soil, and through the 
s^iiiM^. c^ the Is.la by tlie camp at Campo Soto, 
to the martilhi tower of Torre-Gorda ; from 
Torre^Gorda, by the causeway to the Corta- 
dura, between the harbour and the Atlantic^ 
andpassii^g tl^e church and villc^ of San 
Jos^, We entered Cadiz by the Puerta de 
Tierra. 

Sir Robert Wilson had bis head-quwtera 
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at San Jose ; he commanded on the Isla from 
Cadiz to Torre-Obrda; the fort of Corta- 
dara was the iBpist imppftaiit point which 
had been confided to him by the Spanish 
Government ;Hbiit Pmitales^ opposite the Tro- 
cfaadero, and several smaller fortifications, 
were also under his command*. A fort be- 
tween Cadiz and the Corta-dura on the 
great t^iisewa^ was erecting at the time we 
passed from Son F^maiido^ and a number of 
convicts and other labourers were employed in 
the vi'orics. The island of Matagorda^ in the 
harbour of Cadiz, had been for some time in 
possession of the French; the gcurrison, how- 
ever, never fired, at least while I was in Cadiz, 
butPuntiales andthe Trochadero were almost 
constantly firing, and throwing shells at each 
other across the harbour. 

* Sir Robert Wilson also eommanded the gun«boats 
and'lattncbes, (I. believe about fifty-four) which lay 
in ti^e^ JNutiK>uc*Aear bis side of the bla.

I RECOLLECT that last winter I read to one 
6f my friends, Philip de Comaiines's account 
of the situation of the tyrant Lewis the 
Eleventh in his castle, for some time before 
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fak death. I did not mention the name; J 
said it was a very striking passage which I 
had met in a roinancei abd asked if it was 
not the conception of some powerful iinagitia- 
tion 1 > After I lieard ^m^^ friend's opinion, I 
told him it was from a history ! 

Were I capable of writing such a description 
of ClBidiz as should give a' conception of its 
beauty, it would bejsupposed thiat I had written^ 
a romance, and thatlhad'taken fromTasso.the 
description of. the mieigtc gardens of Araiida. 

Cadiz stailds ait the extremity otthA Iskt 
Gaditana, the fortifications are of immense ^ 
stren^, and the town itself is of incompar- 
able beauty; Thehoutes are whifce^ and the: 
streets are narrow, and there are veraildas 
and balconies outnde the lai;ticed casements bf 
every story. These balconies are filled With 
a luscious profusion of flowers and evergreens, 
vines, orange-trees> and jasmines, creepers, 
climbers, aiid runners, which form festoons, 
and bowers and airy canopies, and odorous 
.masses of drooping foliage, in glowing and 
voldptttona richness and beauty. As many of 
the bonse<«tbps have vines on the terraces, and 
flowers on the parapets, the dloiieness of the 
streets produces an effect like enchantment.

a fimtastic variety. Hiey never go abroad 
without their fens ; their walk and dep^meM 
are' exquisitely grac^l, and the voliqituoM 
dances of Cadiz Iiave been celebrated for 
ages. 

The seeiae whieh presents itself to a spec- 
tator in one of the balconies, is one which, it 
w^iild'be almost impossible to equal in ro« 
mantic fescination: in the streets bd^w^^ 
ladms, {duined wairiors iipon their steeds, 
Moors in the magnificait enfoldings of thenr, 
draperies,' the same piece that covers the head^ 
fijtiling in a ^therin^ or duplicature upon the 
slKMildttS, and then, deseeilding in a.fl«nring 
rbl;^: Tiirksi bearded Jews, ecoleaiastical 
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, procMBioua bearing the Cfoss and the Hoiit^ 
with incense and with chaunting: Peasants/ 
nieiefaants from the Levant/ foreign ^mari«- 
ll^r8» wandering minstrels, Gri^eks/ heralds 
firorn the enemy ; Spanish messdngen posting 
on li^t Barbary horses, Algerine coisairs, 
and mountaineers who haye been .%htiiig 
among the passes of the Sierra^: CasllUiali' 
chivalry : marching from their encampm^t 
upon' the Isla^ under floating bannens and 
with martial music, kettle-drums and atam-^ 
hours, and trumpets and clarions, and clash of 
cymbals. You hear the vesper bells of the 
convents, and the dirge for the dead : you 
observe half hidden under their cowlsj the 
pallid visagea of monks, who perhaps are 
meditating with joy the restoration of the In- 
quiaition. Over the porches ci many of the 
houses, carved in the. stone, are crested cas- 
ques, , and the blazonry of the heralds on 
escutcheon^.

SIR ROBERT WILSON. 

Wb were received by Sir Robert Wilson 
with great politeness, and we were truly 
{leased to find that he had recovered from bis 
wound. I was prepossessed strongly in his 
&vour by his gallantry at Corunna, which 
was the theme of general admiration in Gali- 
cla ; and I had been a short time before made 
acquainted with a trait in the English soldier's 
character, which interested me for him still 
more. A gentleman who had made a voyage 
in his company, said jocularly in my presence, 
that ^^ Sir Robert Wilson with his damned 
humanity, had prevented them from shooting 
at the porpoises and sharks that swam along- 
side the vessel." This anecdote developed 
very forcibly a trait of character which, but 
for the oddity of the form of expression, I per- 
haps might not have noticed with the same 
attention. 
Sir Robert Wilson had apartments in Cadiz 
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at a hottfie cm the Akmeda, b«t Ua ImA- 
quarters were at t^ village of San Jaad^ 
between the town and the Corta-^rau He 
lived with his soir^ and staff in a honse near 
the church, without parade or ostentation ;^ 
his vigilanoG^ if^tls ubi^Midtting^ he scaircelj 
slept, and passed whole nights in visiting the 
posts at the diffbreot points- iift^t'' bis^ com^ 
mand/ His hiin^iamty and^ alMnti^tf to^l^^ 
wants of his soldiers (and veiysMtirf of^thMi 
were in deep distress); M^erb osJrirc^se4>#i<ih£- 
OQt interinission : he refi^ved ^eir #aMi^,. 
supplied them with shoes aiid other aiftitilM' Off 
tloliiing, and whenever an occasion ttvi^ ptt^ 
salted for the exercise of his benevolenM^^ be 
never hesitated^ that he might ^leulaie 
whether it was compatible with prttdbnc6;' 

Certain arrangements were discussed ne^ 
lative to our commissions in the Foreign Le^ 
^on* (^^ Legion ^^an^^o^^ which wasthea 
forming on the Isfa, but in these th& reader 
cannot be supposed to feel much interest.

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CHAP. X. 



CADIZ. 



After leaving Sir Robert Wilson I met 
an officer who told me that he had just come, 
from the government-bouse, where the Mi- 
nisters had a sitting, and that they were par- 
ticularly anxious to have the remainder of 
the powder which was left at Gibraltar. 

It was judged necessary that the cutter 
•faoold be armed ; her guns were under her 
cargo, and as they could not be mounted at 
Gibraltar (for reasons which the reader will 
ffnd no difficulty in divining), we spoke of 
ordering her to Tariffa, that under the pro- 
tection of Ordonnez she might be prepared for 
the service. 

These were about thirty thousand Frencii 
troops before Cadiz ; the Duke of Angouleme 
had his head-quarters at Porta Maria, at the 
opppsite side of the harbour, and the har- 
bour itself was blockaded by a numerous 
squadron. 
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The taking of the Trochadero was an event 
of so much interest^ that I shall endeavour to 
detail the .particulars as accurately and mi- 
nutely as I am able. The garrison consisted 
of about sixteen hundred men. It was said 
that the commander of the first line bad fcieeni 
bribed by the enemy to betray his country* 
men, and on the night of the 80di of August 
the French trodps; [»^eceded by the Royak 
ists, marched in sifence through the welter 
up to tljeir waists. The sentinel on du^^ 
wanted to challenge, but the traitor whoooRK* 
manded said to him, *^ it was nothing." The 
seAtinel. hearing the plaEhing sound approadi 
neatar and nearer^ at length. did challeage, . 
and was answered in Spanish, tlaA it was the 
relief ftoin the Isla. A relief was expected, 
and the first line was taken by this stratagem; 
An alarm was instantly given, Hob draoia 
beat, and the inner line itood to dieir arins ; 
they did their duty most gallantly, aad under 
their commandant Colonel Grasis, madeades- 
petute resistance; but all their e[fforts were iiii<* 
availing. They were compelled to sHrrendM^^

« On the evening of this day Mn Chiiiery^ 
and t went together to the Ckirta^ara, tt> 
speak to ihe Gkivenior about some barrels xS 
the powder whidi Sir Robert Wilson had 
ordered for the nse crf'the girrismi. Within tte 
fiirt every one was on the alert; the soldiers 
were olnstering upon the ramparts, observii^ 
the liheils which were throwing across the 
harbour, between the Trochadero and Pun- 
tiales. In the Corta-dura every thing was in 
'readiness iCbr the reception of the enenrjr* ' 
On our return, wd met between San Jipfd 
and the Piierta de Tienra, Sir Robeit Wit 
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iod's Aids-de-oamp^ CSaptain Erridae and 
Mr. Adams, nvho told us that an attack npon 
the town in the course of the night, was in 
Gadiz considered to be ahaost certain. 
^ : In a short time after we returned to our 
i|wrters Mr. Wilson entered; he .told us 
'' All was lost!" that the War Minister had 
said to him, ^^ All, all is lost! we! are he* 
traced by bur soldiersr-they have soldthemn 
selves to. the enemy! An assault upon. the 
town some time in the course of the night," he 
too said, " was expected almost with cer- 
tainty." At this time ii was believed that 
the officers in Santi Petri had been massa- 
cred by their soldiers. The most diastrous 
and fatal consequences were to be expected^ if 
the town should be attacked while a portion 
of the garrison was in a state of disaffection; 
It is certaiuy that the troops were at this time 
without pay; thai they were but scantily 
supplied . with provisiops, and that there were 
many of them in extreme necessity of clodiiiig% 
As the Ida, most prc4mbly1he Cofta^dura 
ittelf,' was now to be our post, I went out with 
Mr. Wilson to get passports for going through 
die gates at any hoar in thj^ course of the 
night whidi we might find necessary. When

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CHAP. XL 

CANNONADE. 

September 22, 18lil. 

The Xdbeque with the powder and arms 
OB board, wag stili at San Fernando; (iie 
Captain was afraid to pass the Trochadero, 
and no order had been given by the Spanish 
Govemoieat for bringing the cargo by land 
earriage to Cadiz. Mietjor Dickson and I 
took a caleche and drove to San Fernando 
to make some arrangement. As we passed 
through the Isla, he said that judging from 
the niancBuvring of the French squadron be- 
ibre the harbour^ he was certain they were 
meditating an immediate attadi: ; they had 
been the entire of the day before, gradually 
(dosing in , and he t>bserved a ship of war with 
a ctAter sailing before' her, evidently taking 
seundinglB. He then mentioned his suspicions 
to^ii? Robert Wilson. 

* We met the Captain, wfao^^as in deep des- 
pondency ; nothifig€ooId induce him to leave 
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fittii Fernando before the darkness of *the even* 
ing, but lie promised that he would widi 
certainty anchor that night in the harbonr- 
Finding it impoabible to refom by the Xe« 
beque, we discharged the caleche, hired 
horses at San Fernando, -and set out for 
Cadiz. The French fleet was now standing 
in directly for the harbour, and after we had 
(iast Ttirre»Oorda the guns of San Sebastiano 
hegon to fire. 

On the strwid near the Corta-dura ft 
OMMinted Spaniard, who appeared to be a 
messenger, joined us at the height of his 
^peed, 1^ in a little time after we overtook 
Mr. Allan Hay, who was serving aS a volun- 
teer in the Spanish cavalry encamped upon 
thelsla. 

. After passing San Jose, we joined Sir 
Robert Wilson and bis Aids-de-catnp, who 
were riding into Cadiz. As we approached 
the gate, one of the shelh which had been 
thrown, burst high in the air. Before entering 
the town Sir Robert Wilson rode to the topof a 
rising ground outside the Puertfi de Tierra^ 
which commands a very expansive view of the 
Isla, part of the harbour, the Trocbadero, 
and the distant country of Andalusia. After 
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remaiui^ for a few momeato we aitoidad 
hiui into Cadiz, and as we passed the diflfer- 
ent gates and draw*bridges, observed with 
pleasure, that the English General was treated, 
with marked respect and deference by tbe^ 
soldiers who were on. duty. Very soon after 
we entered Cadiz the firing ceased, and the 
French fleet came to anchor. , 

The enemy's vessels that approached and 
anchored, were three ships of war, four fii* 
gates, and about, thirty vessels: of , difbiMit 
kinds of a smaller size ; corvettes, brigs (^ wwr, 
schooners, mysticals of war, &c. &c« One 
frigate, two brigs of war, <me sdiMiier and 
two mysticals Cjpntinuied cruising. 

In the evening there was some fifing near 
the bridge pf Urenea ; during the ni{^, be- 
tween Paun tales and theXroch^der^iimlthe 
next morning Cadiz was bombaided. .

iis tike tnbtmtig Metjbr Bickson yveut to 
tt^nnih for the Xebe^pie in the harbour, to 
<g«t jfbe 'pG^6er into the Oorta-dura, and I 
•wfaAt tb^e^fficfe of the English Vice^Consiil. 
il teeftiedted of 'him to permit us to deposit 
our papers under his car^, as they would be 
^MBkr%n ^Us 4iouse than i n * a i^ivate one^ if the 
iPteabii rfiouM carry the town. The accounts 
iiiKi papers of the Committee were in our 
writing 'Besks, and each gave the other a 
written authority to take charge of his papers, 
if any thing should happen to prevent his be- 
ing able to make use of them himself. The 
Vice-Consul politely received the papers, and 
promised to observe the course which I re- 
quested of him to adopt under particular 
circumstances. I observed that our Vice- 
Consul had the British flag in his office, ready 
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to be displayed in front of big house if th^ 
FrenQh should €(ilect an entrance. 

The French ships of the line, their frigates 
and gun-brigs^ were now anchored within less 
Chan a league from the mmparts; they did 
not approach closer, and in that staticm 
only covered the advance of the gun-boats 
and launches, and boats of aid {^^ botes de 
auxiUo;^') these advanced to the mouth of 
the harbour, extending themselves in a line of 
front from the fort of Santa Catalina to the 
fort of Candalaria, and then commenced their 
fire. From the gun-boats and launches they 
fired balls, grenades, and shells from mortarflf, 
obus, and cannon, in every direction, and 
at every ^ngle of elevation. The obm is a 
pieoe of artillery between a mortar and a 
howitzer. — 

A very heavy fire was opened on them in 
return from the batteries of Santo Sebastiano^ 
Santa Catalina, el Bonete, la Candalaria, San 
Carlos and Los Marty res. At the same time 
that the forts and batteries of Cadiz retamed 
the cannonade of the enemy's flotilla, the 
Spanish gun-boats and launches commenced 
an animated and well-directed fire. They 
kept this up without intermission during the 
F 2 
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time of the bombardment ; and those which 
were designated 'Hhe launches of the port of 
Seville," advanced on the enemy and contri- 
buted essentially to the success of the day, by 
a steady ^ring kept up on the flank (flanco) 
of the French line. 

The Asia, a Spanish seventy-four^ lay in 
the harbour, but was not brought into action. 
The fleet at anchor consisted of three ships of 
war,'. six frigates and one brig of war ; there 
were thirty-four launches and gun-boats, and 
about twenty-six boats of aid. '^ Among 
them/* (according to a Spanish Gazette from 
which I ^.extract the passage), "were seen 
floating amoQg the white flags (with blushing 
we. repeat it), other banners, in which 
glowed the colours that are blazoned on the 
banner of Spain." 

The bursting of the shells, the dashing of 
the balls in the water near the batteries, 
when they fell short, the rushing sound of the 
balls, and the explosion of the distant and of 
our cannon, could not be described by the 
enemy as ^' sweet sounds ths^t give delight 
jand hurt not." Qm of their gun boats carry- 
ing an.qbus, and a felucca, were sunk, and 
many of diem were almost riven and shattered

to pieces. . The smoke rolled in. cloilds jrQund 
the batteries and lauBches and gun-boats; they 
kept up their fire ^without interinission^ , and 
numbers of the town's men worked the guns 
as volunteers. •.'..•.'.. /i 

In some time after we hadbeen at the Vi(!0r 
ConsuFs, Captain Mackenzie, Mr. Chinery, 
and I were on our way to the Corta-dura with 
our own arms and Ms^or Dickson's^ whea we 
met Mr. Wilson, Captain Erskine, and Mr^ 
Elliot , They told us that Sir Robert Wilson 
had come into Cadiz, and that he would re* 
turn. to the Isla after going round the ram- 
parts. As no immediate attack could be 
made upon the Corta*dura, I went with those 
gentlemen back to the batteries. As we 
pissed (lirQugh the street near the port of the 
Mole, we met a Spanish regii^ent, and joioedi 
in their shout of ^^ Viva la Constitucion T^ 
The Spanish sdldiers (the gallant militia: of 
Madrid) who stood with piled arms oa the 
ranvpaits, seemed very cheeiful^ and in excel- 
lent spirits. ! ., 

The &te was kept Jip with great spirit by the 
batteries, smd we cpald easily perceive .the 
confusion among : the gun^^boats; in a . short 
time they retired fiomi the harbomr, and the

Sir Robert Wilson, his soa^ his daff of^tlw 
staff, a Spaniard, and his Aids^de-camp, re* 
sided in a house at a Kttle distance from the 
efaurch of Saint Jose, in the Isla of Leon. 
It lay on the left of the road from Cadiz to 
the Corta-dura, among sand-hills, some of 
which were perfect wastes, and others were 
covered with a scanty vegetation. On some 
of them grew sycamores and chesnots, and 
one was crowned by a pahn-tree, whose 
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braooheQ woald be described by Spenser, if he 
were alive^ as dancing daintilyoo its sninihii^- 
Some serried inclosures of aloes were inter* 
spersed. among^he waste of. sands, and there 
were fortifications in the immediate vicinity, 
which, as well as all the others from Cadiz to 
Torre^gorda, were under Sir Robert Wilson's 
command.

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CHAP. XIII. 

NEGOTIATION WITH THE KING. 

4 ■ *» 

Sept. 24, 1823. 

_x '■ The French were almost certaii^of carry- 
ing^tbe town jbj the terror of the bombardmrat, 
and by a simaltaneous defection which they 
expected among the garrison : the nature ^of 
this defection I shall explain hereafter. The 
day after the attack all waa triumph and ex« 
ulti^tion among the people of Cadiz, aad to give 
aoadditional impulse to the public seutiment, 
accQoints were received of successes obtained 
over the eHemy by Mina in Catalonia. A ,new. 
battery was formed on the ramparts^ between 
the Alameda and Santa Catalina, several 
pieces of artillery, sixteen and twenty<*four 
pounders, and '^obus,^ and mortars^ were 
placed on their carriages. The infamous 
conduct of the French was spoken of as it 
merited^, in terms of execration ; and the po-^ 
licy of England, in^ permitting the pr^tra* 
iioik of such enormities^ was mentioned in a 
f5 
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manDer ihsX was far from eulogislie. There 
wafr BO bad intermixture of the ladiorous and 
did horrible in .the co^dact of the French 
upon tbis occasion. 

Prof^siag to be the allies and protectors 
of the Spanish King, they bombarded the town 
in which h^ h^d his residence, and where he 
was as liable as any one else to be killed by 
their shells. It #d.% vei^ justfy-obs^tved 'by 
MaDzanares, th^ mtni^t^r df tJhe itftasHof^! in a 
|>roc1amati6tt which he ii^i^oed «bfter the ^nemy 
^ett deteatedj that ^' at sm. it is itnfios- 
sible to direct the fire of artillery.'' It is eti- 
deiit that the mdtibn erf the] waves prevents 
the possibility of aiming with steadiness, so 
that the palace was in as graatt • damger as the 
hotfse of the governor. The allies of Ferdi^ 
nand might have defH'ived him of l)fe> and 
crashed thte Royal Family under the rains of 
Ms dwelling but (as it was well observed in 
one oF the Cadiz Journals), ** let the dogma 
of absolutism be but firmly established, no 
matter for the life of the «acred Pontiff." 
Ferdinand remained in his palace, affected to 
be incensed at the bombardment, and played 
a scene in an epic farce with mirific grandilo- 
quence. There was an understanding,;^ that 
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ihe Adiiana should jae ^ptawd {if the hntwiag 
x>f the swells would guarantiee soek a :tnaiijf ), 
and the King refused to retire from the ttite 
of apartments which he ordinarily occupied, to 
a plaee where he might be in greater security. 
When his ministers and generals urged him 
strongly upon this point, he said that ^ Spa- 
niards were afraid neither of fire nor steel/' 
Lattre the Governor, said to Major pickson, 
on the day after the bombardment, in reply to 
a question, ^^ How the King appear^ .to be 
affected by the conduct of his allies?'' ihftt 
^^ he appeared to be displeased, but hq sup- 
posed he had an understanding with the 
enemy, that the palace should be respected. 
Letters and communications passed inces- 
santly between him and the French at Pbrfca:- 
Maria, and the messengers got into the palace 
in so many different dresses, that it was im- 
possible to detect them." The Governor then, 
asked, '^ Why England did not unite in al- 
liance with the Spaniards, and why she per*- 
.mitted the French to range the sea with so^ 
large a fleet T 

During the time we were at Cadiz, all the 
sittings of the Cortes were held in secret. 
On the 23d the Xebeque came at last up 
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iitoai JSan 'Feraando^ imd the follomring^ is 
a translation of an extract from . the Cadiz 
^' £q)6ctador.'' 



" Yesterday the English^ Xebeque Blan^ 
qnita anchored in odr liarbour^ bringing five 
hundred muskets^ fifty barrels of gunpowder, 
'a cdnsidekible quantity of military clothing 
and accoutrements; part of the ten thousand 
stand of arms, ammunition, &c. &c. which the 
Spanish Committee of London has shipped 
in England, to be distributed by Sir Robert 
Wilson for the service of the Constitution- 
alists/' 

On the 26th a letter was received by 
Valdes, the military governor of Cadiz, from 
General Guilleminot, dated Porta-Maria Sep- 
tember 24th. In this letter the French Oe* 
nerat declares that the Duke of Angouteme 
holds him responsible not only for the lives of 
the King and Royal Family, but also for their 
reniaining at Cadiz. Guilleminot concluded 
his letter by threatening to put to the sword 
the nainisters, the generalsj the council of 
state, Uie deputies of the Cortes^ and all those 
who had enifdoyment under the Spanish go- 
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Teriinie»t> if any thing shoald occtir of the 
nature to which he had alluded. 

iThe answer of General Yaldes was spirited 
and dignified. It was to the following effect: 
^' the saMj of the Royal Family does not 
d^ttd Upon the fear of the sword of the 
Duke, nor of any oUier of his arqiy; it depend^ 
upon !the Jioyalty of the Spaniards^ which you 
have seen well proved. Your letter was 
written on the 24th, the day after that on 
which tlie French and tl^e. Spaniards (who 
were acting with theoi as allies), bombarded 
the royal pald^ce, in which the King was re- 
sidiag, while thosie whom you threatened, were 
occi4>ied in taking measures for his security, 
and treating him with the most profound 
respect" Yaldes, then observes, that ^^the 
Duke may conquer them, but that he has no 
right to insult them; that the Authorities 
of Cadiz had not at i^ny time, given occasion 
for such a threat as that contained in his 
Irtter; but least of. all, at the time his letter 
wa^ written, as. they had then positive proofs 
that those who were the object of his threats, 
had more love and respect for their K^iilg and 
Royal Family, than those who called thenar 
selves his liberators."— VaMes concludes wit^ 
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force and spirit — ^^ or does your ExMlkturf 
endeavour to make it beliei^od by ik0 woridy 
that the honorable aad deceroiHriixiiiductof the 
jpieople of Cadiz during flie time of the attack 
upon the town, ^va^ Ae consequence of fe&P> 
fear resulting' from the intimation of your Ex- 
cellency, to whom? to a people the m^Bt 
taoble on the earthy and through whcmi?' 
through a soldier who has never acted under 
the influence pf fear." 

' I have already mentioned, when writing 
tome notes on Oorunna, that General 'Quiroga, 
after he had been ordered to Cadiz, haiS been 
succeeded in the command of Corunna by 
General Novella. He bailed for England^ 
hastened to London had an interview df two 
hours with Admiral Jabat, the Spanish Amr 
^assador, and without waiting a moment alier 
the termination of their confetenee, left the 
Capital for Fs^lmduthf and sailed* %y' the 
packet. After two urisuccei^ftireflEoiAs t9 get 
into Cadiz, the vessel in which he saiied, 
ull^r she had been fired on byi^he flef^> pro* 
ceeded to GtbraltaR After remaining theito 
^or some days he was more fortunate than be* 
•fore, and in company with ^ RbberC Wikon

When 
Major Dickson resided at Corunna^ Quira^ 
was a Colonel ; they were then on ternfta' of 
confidential intimacy, and on onr arrival at 
Cadiz they met with the warmth of long 
separated firiends* When the Spanish minift.- 
teri^ gave the order that the Xebeqne should 
be brought from San Fernando to the harbour, 
they promised that the 800 dollars should be 
paid to the Captain. Their embajrassment^ 
and the distress of the treasury, was however 
ao great, that after interview upon interview, 
pnitiise upon, promise J and remonstrance after 
remonstrance, they found themselves imableto 
fiilfil their ^gagement. Major Dickson re«- 
presented to Quiroga the dnaunstances under 
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which we were situated^ the respoBsibility 
we had taken when we agreed with the Cap- 
tain for so large a sdm, (which was four tiiiie» 
more than the legtilar freight), and the cea-^, 
sure we might incur from the Spanish. Cora^ 
mittee. We had supposed, that however Iwge 
the sum we were obliged to promise, it wpiM 
be. willingly paid by the GovernQient, as the 
guQpQwder was so much wanted y but that we 
must now either ourselves pay the freight, or 
chai^ it to the Committee. General Quirc^a 
went with him day after day to the offices of 
tbeministers : he said ^' he was ashamed of hb

Quiroga's opinion of the Ministers wa3> 
that they were unfit for their places* ^^ Faltan^ 
los homiNres."

The tknouement is now approaching^ ; end 
I cannot do better than jnseit part of a note 

^written at my particular request by Major 
Dickson, of a conver«»tion between him^Macr- 
zanares and Torres, respecting the ocourrefices 

- which preceded the surrender of Cadiz. ' 
Walking with iGeneral Quiroga^ I . re- 
quested of him40't^)i me what covrld have 
indueed the Spanish Ministers to give up 
Cadiz, and allow the King to go over to the 
French army? He said, ^^ 1 will call one 

-who can answer your question better than I 
ean mysdf," and theii called Colonel Torres, 
t0 whom he comimini^at^d my inquiry. Toi-- 
res instontly entered into particulars, and 
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bomme&eed i); Baifing liiat aboat the begkNi 
tfmg ofSeptember thcSy had not a dollar in the 
ireasary to payrihe troopi^ and. in a few day^ 
iofter tfae^^&undby the reports of the^enerafe 
mAd tither officers^ that the army was dis^ 
alfoted/ and that the troops npon :tbe ilsla 
were talking of a«epare^ arrangemeist witli 
Ae French. Jn csnfeequence of this and other 
mibrmation^ it was determined that a Mg ^f 
truee should be sent to the Duke of Angot»- 
4efne, who npon that occasion seemed to bi3 
reasonable, and disposed to enter into nego- 
tiations. The Spaniards wanted a two months' 
'cessation of hostilities, which was not at that 
'time absolutely refused. During the time 
taken for deliberation upon this sub jeet Sanli 
Petri fell into the hands of the French, and 
when he (Torres) and General Alava went 
over a second time, they found the tone of the 
Dake of Angouleme very different from what 
it had been before, and- he was so very extra- 
vagant in his demands, that Atava and Tor- 
res both rose from their seats at the same 
mdmefit, to take tlieir leave. ^ Oneof the con- 
ftitioDs was, that San Sebastidno (the light- 
house battery) should be immediately put into 
the possession of the Fuench. Finding it iYn- 
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4K>sBtM6 to tceat, tbeiy retaraed and coniulted 
their coUeHgues, who taking all things into 
qpnsideration, particularly the revolt of the 
regiment San Marcial (seven of whom were 
isbot), and the defection pf the regiment La 
.Keina, they thought it best to make a treaty. 
.,Tbe regiment La Reina had offered to arrest 
.the Mimsters and. all the members of the. 
Cortes, if the King would allow them. Tak- 
ing all these things into consideration, Torres 
said that they thought it best to submit jtx» the 
King, as the course which was most to. their 
honor, as they had never ackpowledged the 
right of the French to interfere between them 
and their Sovereign.. In consequence. of this, 
a paper was drawn up, and Manzanares, and 
Yandiola, .the minister of iinaiice, waited 
Upon the King, stated to him the determina- 
tion of his Ministers, to, submit to him in 
preference to the French,- and that he from 
,tfaat moment was free* The King asked if be 
mi^t be allowed to quit Cadiz? and ^mms 
.answered, most certainly, thatvery mofnml, 
Jf he pleased. He was tlien asked if be would 
.give a:ny docunient which would convey to the 
^people an idea of his disposition towards 
..them? to which he replied, THAT HE WAS 
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ANX^IOUS TO DO SO; aid that If airy 
(Seipet'Was drawn vip which he approved of, 
he would willingly sigb it. Mahzanar^ upon 
thi^ produced a paper, which he requested hi9 
Majesty Would look over, and make such 
erasures as he might thiiik proper, or if he 
c^jecCed to the whole, to order sudi a one to be 
drawn up as he might approve of. ' Ferdinand 
then took a pen, and eiiased somie sentences, 
particularly one relating to the Constitution. 
He said '^ he could not consent to l^f, bectmse 
it fhight not be allowed^' At length the p^Mr 
was Worded according to his own pkasui^, 
his signature was attached to it, and it was 
then given to Manzaiiares. This Minister 
again repeated, that if it were in any maimer 
objectionable, he trusted his Majesty w6uld 
again alter it, arKl cdncladed by requesting, 
that if it were not perfectly agreeable to hi» 
feelings, be would order him to destroy it. 
The King answered, that so fkr from this, it 
perfectly accorded with his feelings, and so 
iar from wishing to destroy it, he declared in 
th6 most solemn manner, that he particillarly 
desired it should be published. He then 
requested that the publication might take 
place without loss of time, assuring the Mi-^ 
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uisteni of his attachmept, and anxiety to have 
tb^in about bis person. He desireiji tbem to 
believe liini» when he assured thein upon his 
h<M!i9«r» that their personal liberty and property 
should b$ respected, and hq made a request 
that tb^y wp^ld have the most perfect confix 
deoce in his assorances^ partiisulaHy as he 
had pledged bina^elf in so sQlemn a manner. 

Thii^ ppQversation was con&nued by Man- 
zaoares himself, who joined us at tbe moment^ 
with this addition, that upwards of ten times 
did they receive assurances from him to the 
above effect (I have seen the paper, and 
King'^ signature. ) 

Torres 'further declared, that they every 
day expected to have their throats cut by their 
own troops, and that they absolutely dreaded 
them mudi more than, the soldiers of the 
enemy. But for this, he said, they would 
never have consented to what had taken place, 
and that they were sure they could have held 
out for fi\e years, if their soldiers bad been 
^Ftaaneh. 

I then inquired of Torres respecting Sir 
^bert Wilson's letter ; and he asked Man- 
snares to inform me of the particulars. What 
Sir Robert Wilson wrcrte was to this effect — 
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that '^ he could not engage to defend the place 
under his command^ on account of the state of 
the troopS) and that taking all things into con« 
siden^on, he advised that they should treat 
with their own King rather than witb th^ 
French.'* Torres, in answer to the question 
which I put to him, assured me that '' the 
letter of Sir Robert did not at alt bias them in . 
their opinions, as their minds had been made 
up before they received it.'* 

The contributions were not enforced^, as 
they were afraid of the consequences. There 
were more than three thousand of the mer- 
chants and shopkeepers under arms serving in 
the militia, ieuid they would, it ,was well 
known, have resbted the payment. 
; Guillconinot told Colonel Torres, that at 
P^rta^Maria they knew perfectly well the 
situation of Cadiz, in respect to the spirit of 
the troops that composed the garrison.

The. event I am aboiit to describe, ii 
one of extreme interest and importance. I 
shall therefore describe it with minutenesd. 
Major Dicksan, Mr. Chipery, and I, went to 
the ramparti^ near the palace, ( Aduana)> ^and 
as we passed the soldiers who lined the bas- 
tipn, we remarked the regularity of their 
appointments, and excellent order. After 
taking a rapid view of the preparations, we 
descended, and at the Mole took a boat, in 
which we rowed close to the wharf where 
the royal barge was prepared for Ferdinand'^ 
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reception. The barge was white, ornamented 
With gilding, and with a blue silk awning 
very richly decorated^ She carried- tw6 
roasts, and there were sixteen . rowers, f wd 
gilded statues of Fame sounding her tranipel 
in front of th^ awning near the royal banner, 
formed no bad satire on the character of 
^^ the beloved," at^nch a moment «s that iii 
which be should, embark for Porta-Maria: 
Several very indiflforent-lookiiig boats ^v^iCti 
variegated awnings, attended near the barge. 
The quay, from the whatf to the gloomy 
portal under the bastion in proximity to the 
Ad^ana, was lined with soldien. t^Boait 
^lors were working, and <;}ose to the wharf 
A vessel oC pptefak was botliiig on a wood fice, 
which, emitted, a^ black and heavy smoke 
almost atihe very point of ^emburkattan. A 
large fig^ree grows on the quay near the 
wbarf^aiid the rampart above was o%'ert(^)ped 
by the serried bayonets of the soldiers who 
.were on duty. The bastions towards the 
left, and tb6 Mole, were erowded. with spec* 
dtators, and above Ithe ramparts, along iheir 
whole Jine, the wipdows /of the bouses, the 
bftlcoliies of every: story, the. bouse-ft(Q{> ter* 
;races aad ^Ileries^ and the innamwiU^ tut- 
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Mto wUck rose above the wbc^e, were iJm 
imm lecL While we if<»re wM^ng t^ 
ti»gnM4 0^ <Jie KiQg, I nmB0tkod a %are 
which was very striking by its ditoatioD and

King s Proclaomtion ? : he said, 
V Yes;; but tbete; wooid be a Prockmatioo 
of a very different kind as soon as Ferdintad 
should find himself with the French ftt Porta- 
Maria/' 

( Sdnie doff. — I met GGqptoin B---k, who told 
ma that Sir Robert Wikta had resigned his 
CMtiinand. 

, Same day. — G-^ieral 4^uiroga said this day 
in the Minister d( War's office, that Major 
Dickson h^ incessant trouble, and that he 
tod h^ indessant trouble, ^whicli he had 
only taken for the sake of his friend. He 
said fae-wM ashamed df a stranger, that 
•wh^amode of ^loing bosinesd should be seen 
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itk Spain. Thai these arms ''and -tbeV an)«^ 
tnutiition had been sent from London to'Glu» 
Jlcia, frob that to Gibraltar, wheore it waa 
necessary that they shoold be re-^ipped^ 
and iSnally from Gihtaltar' to Cadiz* That 
on the promise of the War Ministei^^thtB carg*

The probable course of conduct which the 
King would pursue, was the theme of every 
tongue in Cadiz during the whole day after 
his departure. ^ Some persons imagined that 
he would adhere to his engagements; but 
those who' knew him best, ridiculed the 
weakness of a supposition so repugnant to 
o5 
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experience. He had gjhfen Qaicbga asimniiiee 
of the most perfiact seooriiy if. he dieie to 
rainain; but the Genentl. told us laoghiiigy 
dial: he '^ rather ehose not to remain/' 

On readiing Porta^Maria Ferdinand did 
hoiot to the judgment of those who w0ald 
iiot trust him-^he signed |or rather, put ^^ the 
King's oim floutish" t») a Proclamatioi^ 
mmftUiogall .thc^ nets to whi^h he had given 
hisisaoetion fcom BAarch 1820 to the 1st of 
October. . 

On the Sd <^ October, at four o'clock in 
the evening, he left Porta Maria» and with 
the rest of Uie Royal Familj took the road to 
Jerez. On that day we received in Cadiz the 
news df the fall of Pamplona, Santona^ and 
theOastk of the RoqI^s of San Pedro.

know whether he could devise a^X m9an8 
of his escaping. 

Cadi2^ was now inastate of dreadful alar%. 
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the Mioisters and Deputies of the Cortes 
were in eager anxiety to make a retreat be- 
fore the French should enter the town, and 
Sir Robert Wilson was takjipg measures for 
retiring to Tangier. The Royal George 
steam-vessel was said to be at San Lucar, 
and was expected at Cadiz with vehement 
solicitude. There was an English vessel in 
the harbour with thirteen or fourteen of the 
liiberales on board her; among them were said 
to be the war minister Golfiin and several of 
the other Authorities. 

We went to General Quiroga's house » and 
he acceded to the suggestion of Major 
Dickson,' that it would be prudent not to 
r^maid in his present residence. 

It was now night. We went out tog«tfaer> 
and after passing trough some of the streets, 
he turned suddenly into the house of one of 
his friends. The next morning an arranger 
tnent was ^nade with the Captain of the Le«)* 
pold brig, that he was to receive a Spaniard 
MfAib did not wish to remain in Cadiz after 
the French should make their entrance* He 
bIso promised, that in case of any search, he 
would endeavour to secrete, in the best man*

should be taken. We cokpcided tn thinkipg; 
that hediould;be sent out pf Cadiz as quickly 
as possible; and an arrangement was .made 
vioth the Captain, of a scfaopner to take him to, 
England. This soboooer^ and Captain Hqp^ 
tor's brig, had been iJMained in the Imrbottr. 
for some months li^ the Uockade.

We this day visited General Qiiiroga, 
to concert the means of his escaping out of 
Cadiz. There were objections to his going 
CD board, as it was supposed that every ship 
in the harbour might be a kind of focus to 
the searchers; yet he was so anxious to be 
out of the town, that he preferred the vessel. 

A Spanish officer^ one of his confidential 
friends, entered while we were with him^ and 
the means were determined by which he 
might hope to get on board. It was settled 
that he should on that night, accompanied by 
Major Dickson, pass privately out of the town 
by the means which had been resolved upon, 
and a^ small boat was to be in readiness to 
convey idm to the brig.

iftheybaci been re^cides; a second, of those 
who were to be sent into exile; and a thirds 
of those who were (o be pera^tted to remain, 
but under a close $urveiUance. 

There wcare two unfortunate Frenchm^i, 
who had been in the Spanish service under 
the Eni^ish conimander, and he exiprMsed a 
deep sdieitude for their safety^, and' ;enti«ated 
oi Major. Dickson to devke^ ssme maaiisfor 
their esca'pe. Their esedirtion woold be ine*' 
vitable, if tb^ shoidd Mi into ^e hands <f£ 
their countrymen* Afi^br Djiokwn gai^him 
an assurance thathe. would makeeviury effiort^^ 
but we. foutid that .they badlJbemselyes eoh-^ 
trlved aonie means of escaping frcm the town. 
In our oonyersation, it was agreed tluit the

before an enemy. Spain," he said, *^ was not 
like the deserts of Siberia, where a war might 
be protracted, as every point of its territory 
.lay so near to the shore/' We spoke of the 
defence of Galicia. It was said, ^^ the people 
cyf that province declared, that if they had but 
^iOO English soldiers, the invaders would ne- 
ver have succeeded in gaining possession;" 
The Bnglish General assented to the truth of 
the. calculation. 

^r Robert Wilson, even' ifi he were pcr- 
|»itted to remain in Cadiz by the Ynost sacred 
compact with the raling powers, would have 
much to apprebend from- the probability of 
wsassinatioli^ Any vittain who c^uld spareia 
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a dollar could purchMe a stiletto, and a da«k 
Aight and a ^solitary Btreet would a^ord m 
opportunity of using it. 
After a good deal of general diseufision of 

.those subjects which nfiay be supposed to lie 
the topics of conversation of persons under 

. ^uch circumstanceB. we went to a coflSBe^faouse 
near the trees of the Alameda. Here Sir 

.Robert Wilson was informed by one of his 
friends, that the order for his arrest had been 
prepared ; and he that v^ry night Idft his resi- 
dence on the Alameda, and concealed l^mself 
in a house which afforded him an asylum. 
At day-light the next morniiig ihe passed out 
of Cadiz, and sought a refuge on board the 
Royal George^ which was lying atandior In 
the harbour. 

This was the second time within thespiute 
of about nine weeks, that.be had ^been undter 
circumstances of joo ordinary oecurMncie : his 
escape from the Baymina IdaBtfs^ after Itehatd 
been wounded at Corunna, . bore similitiode 
to one of the iikcidente of a romantic legend* 

: The English General and Field Mar^I Yd- 

. go, the Governor of Coniona, embarked on tke 
night of the 31tt of July, and aailedifbr Ti^o, 

i^hopingto heasble4a raise.^a ibrce wiih ^dUeh 
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dMCNiBt^upon the rear of tbe beeiiegiiig wmy. 
Thif hope was frustrated, for Mori|lo;aiid the 
Preneh^ ^a^r oterrtiatiifig eM that part of 
(GraliGm, made their entraace into Vigo m 
iJb thwl ef August* 

Sir Robert. WUscm had just sufficient tkoe 
to escape from ftha^^U} and sought a tern*- 
poi<ary afeylum on a solitary iskud near the 
entratice of the Bag^^ Hu&re are here sevetal 
rocky islands ; each has/allistiDct Dame, but 
the cluster is dengaat^ jgenetaUy ^' die Bay- 
cmaa Islands." 

Mr. Llewelyn, who had chartered the Nas- 
sau scho(Mier on a private speculation, had 
4>een employed by the Spanish Committee to 
bring five hundred muskets to Corunna, and 
-as many to the army of (he unfortunate Riego. 
After delivering the five hundred muskets at 
Ooranna, the vessel was on her voyage to 
Malaga, when, in consequence of the want of 
water (as none could be given at Corunna), 
v'sl^ came to anchor off the urery 'island vyhere 
^r Robert Wilson hadsoughtveftige, who was 
happiiy disooTered in time to be withdrawn 
from %be reach of Morillo. He was found 
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fytng ill a boicil n)M>D some bean-stratr ; hh' 
wound was in a state of itiilaaimatton, and he 
himself, his Aids-de-camp, and physician , 
were almost 'Starving. They had brought wklk 
them a stnall qMntity of provisions^ which 
were exhausted ; a promise had been made 
that a firedi suplply should be sekit them, but 
the promise was unperformed. 

On board the Nassau wei« Mr. Allan flay; 
whom I have mentioned as serving in the 
Spanish cavalry, Mr. Hasfcer, and some other 
gentleoiBn, including two Germansi who in* 
tended to join the Constitutionfeil army. The 
Nassau had been observed by the party on the 
Island as she came to anchor, and Mr. Adama, 
one of the Aids-de-camp, went on board in a 
fisbing^boat . 

Mr. Hasker, who had walked to some dis« 
tance from the shore while the crew were 
getting water, told me that he came suddenly 
upon a. party of armed Faaciasos sitting in the 
chasm of a mass of rock on the side of a faiJI. 
They did not make any attempt to obstruiot 
him, tbcmgb he passed quite close to th^. 
The ::Nwaau was V signalling" her : boat, an<l 
it-ia nc^r improbable that they m%lrt have 
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wppo9pd theniselros obserred) aod that li» 
sigtiab bore i|ome religion to their prewBce 
CD the island. > 

Sir Robert Wilson was Jmpedkit^ taken 
on board; his escape was providentiaV fit if 
he had been found by the Faecumoa^ it is 
almost certain he would have been mur* 
dered. It was ascertained by Mr. JohiiMn, 
who. went into Vigo> that an armed beat was 
preparing at the very hour, to be sent in piir« 
suit of the Englii^ General. 

In less than a week after thie occurred^ we 
had to make sail in the Iris from the sakne 
neighbporhood ; we were dose to the Bayonna 
Islands when the fishermen informed us that 
Morillo wa» in Vigo. -^ 

In about an hour and an half after we left 
tl^ Alameda, we heard that orders had been 
made out for arresting us all, and through, 
the whole of the night we expected evmy 
moment that they would be put in exeM- 
tioq., ... 

^ When wo went homt we prq^arad oar 
baggage fiar going on boeurd in the morfeiiDg. 
I was determined not to destroy llie notes I 
had wriktan^ while I vtas in SfMtin, and it was 
not very easy to avoid smiling wfaenlrecol- 

I 
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Ij^ed the compUineiite which the Frc^qdi 
and Faccipsos would find amoog them, if they 
were seized. 

In ti^e morning Major Dickson went with 
a part of the baggage, while Mr. Chinery 
apd I were packing up another. One of the 
soldiery who was on duty at the gate of Se- 
ville, stopped the porter who was carrying 
one of the trunks and the writing desks.. It 
was one of these moments in which decision 
alone must carry a man through. Instead of 
remonstrating with the soldier, Major Dick- 
son seized him by the throat, and ^sked why 
^e dared to interfere with, his baggage? 
The .soldier, who was confounded, replied 
that " he did not know it was his!" It was 
placed in safety in a boat which was waiting 
at a little distance. In about half an hour 
after, we carried the remainder through the 
gate without any obstruction. We rowed to 
the Leopojd, and found that Lopez Bagnps, 
who had been War Minister, Manzanares, and 
Senot Dominigo Torres, the ^' Intendenie,'' 
had taken refuge on board with Quiroga. 
1 iMbnr leaving ^rt of the baggage we 
vgnTiedtD.the. ^boQaer in which Mr. Chinery 
wias to.take his passage for England, and 
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tfa^ wQDt on bp&rd the Royal George to pty 
oar respfects to Sir Robert Wilson. We 
found him sitting in the cabin^ looking over 
the newspapers that had been brought out 
from England. He mast have read them at 
such a moment with no light interest^ finr the 
affairs of Spain/ during the summer^ were 
the subjects of paramount importance* He. 
told us, that as the steam-vessel was not to 
leav^ the harbour until the following morn- 
ing, he intended, if possible, to escape to the 
coast of Africa in a Spanish boat We 
thought it would be better that he should 
remain as long as possible under the pro- 
tection of the British flag ; but the necessity 
of not losing a moment appeared to be so 
urgent, that the plan of an escape to Tangier 
seemed to be decided. 

When we took our leave we sincerely 
wished him safety and happiness. As we 
were getting into our boat Mr. Wilson, who 
bad just Come from the town, warned us 
against venturing inside the walls, as the 
orders were out for arresting us all. In con* 
sequenee, however, of some circumstances re- 
lating to passports, it was: absolutely neces- 
sary that at least one of us should go to the 
I 2 
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Coiwlar, office^ . We again landed at (he 
Mo)^, and passed into the town, and as there 
waa> ii^thing tp he -done t>ut^ take chance for 
what might happen, we put the ^best- ap- 
pearance^ on. the matter that we could, and 
passed through the streets as if we were quite 
MncofiQerned. : We went to the Vice-Consiiirs 
office, and while we were engaged with hitn, 
a gentleman who was present, niade a remark 
which struck me very forcibly, by the form 
of expression : *' The tragedy," said he, " is 
BOW commencing; the French will get the 
Fucciosos to do all their birty work for 
theiQ, -and Will' affect not to take any part 
in ifae bloody business that is about to be^ 
ginr 

When we returned to the Mole, the brig 
in which Major Dickson and I were to sail 
for. Gibraltar was working very slowly out 
of the harbour, and the boat of the schooner 
in which Mr. Chinery was to sail for Eng-' 
laad^ was ready at the wharf. While we 
were toking' our leave of him, General Yaldes^ 
the Governor, came to the Mole for the pur« 
pose of receiving Campana, who had been 
appoinietd by the King to succeed him in his* 
c^ce*^ While we .were rowing to our vessel. 
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the ships in the harbodr, the batteries of 
©adiz^ Puntales; and the Troehadero, fired a 
grand salute in compliment to the hevi^ly^' 
appealed Governor, 

On board vve found, besides those whoor I 
have already mentioned, th«^' Padre'? Ghit^; 
d^ ^* LiberaH prieM; .Colonel Infkn(^z> and- 
a¥K>ther meknber of th^ Gortes. We httd now 
on board eight Spanish refugees. -

• Whilb we were slowly worldiiig oot of 
the harbour in the dailkinete <tf the eveaing, a 
French vessel/ whic^ waa on^the same codrs^, 
accompaiiied us ^ery clogely. The wind (ell 
— *it beeame a dead calio> and we were 
ol^ged to cooie to anchor, to prevent drifling 
back among the French ships by the current^ 
which was now setting in to the harbour. 
While we w^nB in the state of suspense created 
by cironmstances so unfavourable, Manza* 
nares gave us an account o( the conduct oT 
Ferdinand, which I shall state, without offer* 
ing any comment, for commentary is unneces-^ 
sary. 

Manzanares himself was the minister who^ 
with Yandiola, waited on the King the.di^ 
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it was decided that a pacification shotiM be 
made/ by tr6at>iDg with him/ and not directly 
with the invaders. ManKanares informed him; 
that they bad determined to submit to bimi 
rather ihari to the French ; that he wai^ in the 
uncontrolled exercise of his royal aiithority ; 
afid that the Minisc^rsand Cortes were rea^y 
to accede to any terms that he iufght propbse. 
Ferdinand inquired if he was at liberty^ and 
if he had the power of leaving Cadiz ? Man- 
zanares replied, that his Majesty might leave 
Cadiz that moment, if it were his WilL He 
then told him, that although he was peirfectly 
uncoDtroUed, and m^t accede to the re(]|uest, 
or reject it^ as suited his royal pleasufe, that 
they hoped he would ^rant them setaie 'decla- 
ration with his signature, giving assurance that 
their lives, their liberties and properties wotitd 
be isafe under his protection; The King re- 
plied, " Most surely ; Itvas myself unmous 
to grant such a « deeiaratian ; I have ever 
esteemed you, and you a-fe tlie very persons 
wfaoai I should select to^be in my confidence :

After he had returned it to Manzanares 
that Minister said to him, ^^ Alttiough your Ma- 
jesty has given us this declaration, we request 
to know whether you consider it your JVf ajesty's 
fnee act; foi: if not, I am ready to tear it this 
moment, if you shall intimate that such is 
your royal pleasure." — Ferdinand declared iliat 
it.wm given with his freest consent ; that it 
vws ^n act emanating entirely .from himself^. 
aad gave a sacred engagement Uiat it should 
not Be violated.^ He! laid his hand upon his 
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heart, and renewed tlie most wlemn M»tir^ 
mceB of his siDcerity, and of tbe esteem m

- When he arrived at Pdrta^Maria, tie signed^ 
a proclamation, annnllingaH the acts of go« 
vernment from the year 1820, and the orders

We were *stiU in the harbour, for it oonti*- 
aued dead calm^ and whenever beats ap* 
proached, it may naturally be supposed that 
they were observed with some attention. The 
Spaniards seemed to feel tlimr situation like 
men, and they bore it like meiu We sat 
down to supper, and neither laughter nor 
jesting were banished from our table. I 
knew at the same time that at least one, and 
he not of the lowest rank of our party, would 
have shot himself on the moment, if arrested 
by his enemies. The fate of Riego prbves 
that he was right. 

At half after two in the morning iei breeze 
^rang up, we weighed anchor, and soon lo$t: 
sight of the light of San ^ebastiano. 

A LeVanter arose after day«break, whiph 
prevented our entering the Strait of Qibraltar^ 
atid wie continued to beat within sight of 
Santi Petri, without making any progress* 
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All the: Spwiards were coofioed to .them 
Ibrtiis and; haixioi6cks,/OT were l^iog aipoo^ 
their cloaks on (deck, suffedng the con^e- 
que^cesiofavoyage to thoBe.whoare unac-* 
eiistomed to the motion. of & ves$eL A saiU 
boat passed at a distance early in . the mom-' 
ing. We anxioosly hoped that Sir . Robert 
Wilson might be on boards and with the te- 
lescope made efforts^ as : long as ishe .was 
within view, to. distinguish the person of the 
General. .In some hours after, we saw Hie 
Ro^al George. passing alodig the shore near: 
Sahti Petri. Onthe morning of the day. fol- 
lowing we arrived at Gibraltar^ ^

The jD^ment the boat of health came along-, 
side, we made inquiry whether Sir Robert 
Wilson hM escaped from Cadiz ; the Royal 
George was lying in the quarantine station^: 
and we heard with sincere pleasure that he 
wa^ io Sjecuriiy. It was impossible iiiat any 
one could have heard of Sir Robert Wilson in 
Gklicia^ afid kno^n him in Gadiz^ without, 
feeling an interest in his fate aqid fortunes, i 
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Englishmen and Spaniards would of course^ 
according to their different views of political 
adts of political opinions, applaud or con- 
demn ; but I beKevethat no oiie, either Eng« 
lisbman or Spaniard, doubted for a moment 
the purity of his moral principles, the kindli- 
ness of his nature, his political integrity, or 
his ^* gallant bearing" as a soldier. 

There were upwards of 200 Spaniards in 
the Bay, who had made their escape from 
Cadiz; among them were about 66 of the 
Cortes, and several of the Ministers and Spa- 
nish Generals. Quiroga, Lopez Bagnos^ 
Alava, Valdes, Calatrava, Manzanares^ Yan- ^ 
diola, ArgueHes^ Galliano, Torres^ Infanlez, 
and I believe Golfiin, and Mendizabal, were 
the names of some of thMe who were per- 
forming quarantine. After permission had, 
been giveO' by the officer of health to row 
about in boats, a constant communication was 
opened among the difierent vessels. Every 
ship bmsted the yellow flag, and the boats 
thai gilded among them bore the same ensign. 
Pritoents of fruit were sent by friends to friends, 
and many of the inhabitants of Gibraltar, and 
strangers, rowed alongside the vesi^els to pay 
visits 4>f kindness.

GibraUar Bay, Oct. 8. 

We are in the quarantine station, aiid 
have hoisted the yellow flag. The Spaniards 
are enjoying the consciousness of security. 
'Phe Roy^l George is iA our Vicinity, and we 
have the pleasure of hearing that Sir Robert 
Wilson is on board. Madame Quiroga has 
not arrived from England. 

This morning, after passing Tariffa, where 
we saw the Spanish flag still floating on the 
ramparts, Quiroga, Lopez Bagnos, Manza« 
nares. Major Dickson, and I were standing, 
together upon deck, it was proposed to 
Quiroga, who' was Captain-General of Ceuta, 
on the coast of Africa, that he should bring 
us there, and establish an independent go- 
vernment. The garrison consisted of about 
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*two tbottftand men. It was said by Lopez 
Bagnos, that we had arms and gunpowder at 
Gibraltar ( alluding to the stores of the Com^ 
ixiittee )^ and that we might make a stand at 
Ceuta. AltJbough this was a kind of melan* 
choly jest, such as men often fling out in irery 
bitterneas of spirit, and was not, of course, 
acceded to (the garrison was starving), Qui- 
roga very gravely remarked, that many un- 
dertakings apparently not more practicable, 
had notwithstanding succeeded. 

We have been crowding to the stern of our 
vessel, and the deck of the Royal George was 
crowded too. The names of those who 
escaped in each from Cadiz, were mutua]i|| 
bellowed through the speaking-trun^ts, and 
were heard with exultation, with cheering, 
and huzzaing, and waving of caps. 

When Major Dickson suf^sed that he 
should have to leave Gibraltar and go to 
Africa, Quiroga, Lopez Bagpos^and the other 
Spaniards expressed their deep regret at the 
prospect of parting. They depended so much 
upon his advice and assistance in getting 
thrx)ugh the difficulties which they had such 
good reason to apprehend from the Govern** 
ment of Gibraltar, that his leaving them at 
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the iime would ^ be a real misfortune. They 
in treated of him to apply to the. Spanish Con- 
sul of whatever part of Africa he might go to> 
to know, whether, if they were to bripg their, 
wives and families^ they should find ai> asy-^ 
lum. 1 .

The fdlowtng i^ a npte ofa conyersatioi) 
I had with Man^w^reis oa th^ st^e. of Spai^..; 
He told me that the Spaniards w^e divided 
into two classes^ that of the meidfiant^, aniii^ 
^se who liyed by the eji^rticm of ^theiri i^. 
dustry and talent; and another compost oi 
those who were entirely devoted to the inila- 
4nceof the priests and the friars. ,Wheh,.in.the: 
course of our conversation, 1 observed that any 
man who was at all accustomed to think, 
Imiftt^ of course; be ^Constitutionalist^ be said> . 
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imirt surely ; but tbat the people were so 
brutish, that they allowed themselves to be 
influenced ealirely bj the eccfesiaslics. I 
inquired (^ hiin how it happened that ihe 
Spanish nobility were of sa little estimatiohT 
He told me it was. entirely owing to their 
igoorarice^ and want of education. .He said 
tho^t many of them could not read, and that 
they had been brought up in the opinionV that 
for them instructioo. was not n^oessary^ aiHl 
that learning was of importance only to the 
loyirer classes of society. 1 described to him the 
difference between suck a nolnlity^aBdiha^ 
of England. \?Vlien 1 remarked that saeh a no^. 
hlesse as that of Spain was fit for nothing* etse 
than to be part of the furniture of a palacje^ he 
said it was so indeed, that th^y were but the 
** odoriio." I am not, said he, very old (he 
is about thirty-two), yet I remember the time 
when the youdg nobility of Spain dressed, 
themselves like the bull-fighters, land asso- 
ciated with them as companions. He said 
tiMit' latterly, however, they bad become sa 
cdnvinced of the necessity of improvenient, 
that they had become much more attentive 
to the cultivation df their understandings. 
When I observed to him that the Spanish 
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nobility most b^ adver«e to the Cbnstitiitioit 
for a twofold cause, he ccMQcided. The tv^^a 
oaiisea are these ; M^rst/ their ignoraDce, in: 
which dieir situation is coincident or identt-^ 
<ia1 with that of the ^^ canaille;'* and secondly,* 
aa it akinihilated that apparent importance 
which th^ poisseswd a0 attached to the per^ 
ston of the King, and ti^ royal court. He' 
said thai ^ey would be rejoiced to hav^ a 
Constituticm in whidb, like the nobility uf 
England, they might take a share in the Go- 
Teriiment of their country ; but in consequence- 
of their ignorance^ ^ they: were incapacitated' 
kom fbrmitig a distin^ legislative body. He- 
said thait the veiy same cause prevented their 
being chosen members of the Cortes. 
' When I told him: that I had been in Oali- 
cia, and that there tjfie Constitutiottal spirit 
existed in : the high^t: fervor^ Manzanai^. 
refiBried me to the Qonduct of th^ people of 
Cadiz duriDgthe entrance of t|ie French, io 
prove how the spirit existed th(j>re^1so. At 
this moment there was an interr^iptiQii of o«k 
cdnversatton.

Man:^anares remarked to me, that the French 
would themselves, by their conduct, be the 
means of exciting this spirit against thenr^;

These were, the demands of the clergy of the 
tithes, and the arrears.-^ihe contHbuUonSy 
and the seigniories. He said too, that there' 
was now a very general diffusion of know- 
ledge amoiig the middle classes of the people ; 
almost every one could speak French, and an 
immense number of French books had made 
their way'into Spain, and were very generally 
read. He observed that the war was for the 
present certainly at an end; but after the 
lapse of some time* it must he revived^ for 
the people never could relapse into the endur* 
aoceof (lie old despotism. 
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Oct. 10, Half past Ehven & Clock, A. M, 
It would be difficult to imagine' a scene o£ 
more perfect apparjBDt repose, than our vessel 
exhibits at this moment^ as she rides at an*:

We have an awning over our deck, oui; can* 
nous are lashed to the green bulwarks. The ca- 
nary birds sing under the shade.

his hamd, but absorbed in thought. 4- h^P^ 
of fruit, grapes, oranges, and melons, lie» 
upon the deck, a present to our ship from the; 
other Spaniards in quarantine in the Bay. L 
perceive Manzaoares and Major. Dickson. in a 
8,malL bc^t with the yellow flag alongside the^ 
Boyal George, ape^ing tp the refugees wha 
escaped in her froni Cadiz. The Brkiabi 
banner waves on the stern of thesteand-yesseL 
The rock of Gibraltar towers stupendously 
in the back-ground of the scene, with its im- 
pregnable fortifications, its Moorish castle, its 
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romantic town^ its dizzy paths, and aipy 
watch-towers. Some of the bastions are at 
fiuch a height on the enormous mass, that 
tb^ir tracery appears only like battlements on 
some ^^ giant^s hold/' The waving ridge 
and fantastic pinnacles accord with the cha- 
racter of the rest of the scenerj. The Bay 
dkplays the fla^ of almost every country. 

Sir Robert Wilson has- been alongside in 
a boat ' this morning, attaided by one of his 
Aids*de-canvp;* he has gone to Tituan in 
Africa, where he intends to remain for some 
days. There are upwards of two hundred 
Spanish refugees at this moment in the Bay; 
among them are between fifty and sixty of 
llie Cortes. Dreadful gales off Cape St. Yin- 
cent. Two vessels -with • * lAberales^"^ on 
board escaping from Cadiz, were unhappily 
driven back into the harbour ! 

JFHdayy Oct 10th. — Mght — A conference 
has been held in the cabin, to decide upon 
the course necessary to be adof^d by th^ 
Spaniards at the present crisis; whether it 
would be prudent to throw themselves into 
Ceuta, and make it the asylum of the 
Constitutionalists. M anzanares called Majo^ 
Dickson, and tdd him' that as he knew Spain 
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w petkcti^y they were anxious to have fait 
ppiQioa on the measiunes to be parsiied. Man- 
zanares said that Ceuta, from the strength 
of it^fortificatiohs^^ would enable the Gover-*- 
nor; to hold out fer six months; as it had 
«wHhin the last few days received supplies of 
every kind, and the garrison had proved 
themselves to be 0rm, as they had refused 
to submit to the King's proclamation. He 
said, that although the forces of the Constif^ 
tutipnalists were now broken and scattered, 
they would again find some point of concen- 
tration, and that the hope of the party would 
again revive. That from Ceuta they would 
write to the King of France and to the Duke 
of Angouleme, repres^iiting to them, that 
although the King bad given them, the 
most sacred aud solemn assurances that their 
lives, their liberties Vnd properties would ihe 
secure, the moment he g6t to the French 
ariny he had declared himself an absolute' 
raonarth and above (Control:' What he hail 
done/ Manz^nares observed, was eqnivaleii£ 
to such a declaration ; he had given orders 
for the arrest of the very men to whom be- faaki 
prcNnised protection. 
It was decided that a messenger should be

As soon as Quiroga and Infantes shootd 
ascertain with perfect accuracy the state of 
the garrison, and what quantity of arms, 
ammunition and stores of every kind would 
be required to render it tenable, they were 
to write to me, to endeavour by every pos- 
sible means to have those supplies procured 
for them in Englaiid* Major Dickson was to 
ba immediately placed on the Staff ofOeneral 
Quiroga. T was to return from England with 
the supplies, and bring them into Ceuta..

down too a principle incontrovertible hi th^

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by ttie '^ TM dMyeqo0Bti«^ il«m^U 
v^hen he asserted ^lat En^iuiii ivMtdbe^ 
very rapfrdfjr eaalaTcd by her own Qo^mnmatL 
In the coarse of ^8 cooveraattoa, I adferft-r 
ed to the refusal <if the King to sign the Pro- 
damatiod, while it contained the direet re- 
mmciation of the ** podere tAMkOo. ^ Wheir 
I 'said that the mere rnternia;! tentempTation of 
the possibility of Its revival , rendered it ab^ 
surd to speak of the recognition of the rights 
of personal liberty and property; Torres 
answered, " No,** and for the following reason : 
"It was notj*' he said, ** in reality and essen* 
tially contradictory to the principle of renun- 
ciation ; that the words were superfluous, asf 
the promises which bad been made ifi9pttecl 
as directly, the renonctation of absolutism/^ 

Although it be here out of its regular order 
in my notes, I shall state an argument used 
by a very distii^uished Spaniard in Gadis^ 
OR whom I efldeavotfmd to impress c^^vietion 
of the discrepancy between the sentiments of 
the Government of England on the Spanish 
war, and those of the English people. He^ 
said, ^^ If it were as I had stated, that ther 
English naUoo execrated k^ie-atinMji^iCi^tbe^ 
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ini^Mion of his coontry, and tk»ij the Ei^sb ; 
OnveromaitpenDitted it in oppo^tion to Uieir 
saitiments, the people of England Were as 
great slaves as the Turks of Constantinople.'*

stfitiktionalJaarnal, El Egpectador^ was read 
with great interest in Cadiz. The editm*, 
as I was informed^ fled the day it was pub* 
lished. 

JBX B^pectador, Oct. 1, 1828. 

All yesterday was past in anxiety and incertitude^ .

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CHAP. XX. 

GIBRALTAR AFTER QUARAI^NE. ' 

Gikrakar, Oct. 15, 1828- 

This day the time of our quarantine e^t- 
pired, and w^ w^it on shore. We hurried to 
tjh^ reitding*rooBi tp look over the Esigtisb' 
newspapers wfatch had arrived while we were 
at Cadiz, and then went to visit ouracquaiflft* 
ance in the town. On the second day after 
that on which we landed, almost the entire 
number of those who were on board their 
fillips iiad oompteted their quarmitine, and the. 
streets of Oibmltar w«re crowded by the re*- 
fugees, by inhabitants of the town, and 
strangers from, almost every country. The 
public square near the ramparts on the side of 
the sea exhibited a scene of extraordinary in- 
terest. A number of the most distinguished 
of the Constitutionalists of Spain, after the 
wreck and ruin of their party, were here col- 
lected : Calatrava, Manzanares, and Yandiola, 
walking with some btdies; Lopez Bagnos 
and Torres under the ardies of the librai^, 
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wiTQiiiidf^ by % -etQwA df the tnembers of tbi 
Cwb^; Sir Robert Wilson, wbo had just 
siJtvirnQd from AjfriQa, yvftlldng bc^ck and for* 
srard before the guard^iOQse, in conference 
svith Ordojipez^ i^rrived from Tarifftij which 
bad be^n surrendered to the Roydistsof Alge^ 
ziras. At the door of the mansion of the 
Pftipcelj? Cardozo, on die aea side of the square, 
one might observe some distinguished Spa- 
Dia^ds inguiringafter the health of his guest 
(QveBeral Quiroga, who was feverish andcon* 
fined to bis bed — General Alava driving in tm 
open carriage — General Valdes, the late ^o* 
y^r^orcifCadizt— English military and naval 
pfficers walking with ladies, to whom the}[ 
tpld the names and characters of the most re^ 
t^arkable Spaniards — ^and General Lallemandj^ 
exiled from France, might be the objects of 
attention on the side of the square fronting the 
sea — ^Arguelles, Galliano, and other highly 
distinguished members of the Cortes, whom I 
didnot see« ware also in^Gibraltar. < 

The inhabitants of GibraUar treated the ilU 
fal^d exiles with great hospitality ; numbers 
of the Constitntionalists resided on visits at 
^^ houses of their friends, i^otfa in the town 
a^ at Europa Point sbeyond the Alameda, 
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'M tbe manskte of C^rdttiK^ 1^^ twi^H^ 
fottiid a refuge: anumg big goesto S/v^<^^ Sii^ 
Robert WiImo; and General Qoifogk Hii 
dlnation of the Spainiards was at tbis'tiiivi 
dbp\6tBh\e; frotiMthe spirit df tbe' Gb^^en^ 
ineiit of (jribredtar, tliey knew (iiifey nll^ 
expect unfeeTing harshness, and it was' im* 
fibssible for them to' detenbine vvhefte i&sf 
iiouTd seek an asylum. Someof them told tae 
they intended to make France their place ai 
residence; the project appeared to be alnsost 
infatuation, biit their state was so desperate^ 
that I coiild be little surprised if tbey took fifty 
thiiig at a venture. While Sir Robert Wit 
soirVtrks in Afiica, he entered into a negotia-^ 
lion with Mohamed Umaimon, the Moorish 
Gtov^rnor of Tangier, with the object of 
securing a place of refuge for the forlorn iib^ 
pefrsecuted Spaniards. Mohamed gave a 16- 
lemn as&teranceof the protection of the Moorish 
flag for all Spaniards who might ask it, th^ 
practice being, as he himself expressed itj; 
" in conformity with the 'Moorish law, and 
the custom of England." He said that 
^^IBngland had not fong before refused td 
surrender to the Emperor of Morocco a Mbor 
who had fled/^nd had taken refuge atGilmt* 
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(^r.^— The Engltdi Geperal was treated 
in Barbary witli the gteatest courtesy and 
kindness. 

- On the conclusion of this treaty/ Sir Ro-^ 
hert Wilson ordered from the stores cf the 
Committee, 200 muskets, some barrels of gun- 
powder, and £000 bullets, as a present for 
the Emperor of Morocco, to whom he wrote a 
memorial, supplicating him, in the name of 
those who in England interested themselves 
in the fate cf Spain, to grant his protection 
to the unhappy exiles who should take, refuge 
in his dominions. A number of the Spaniards 
have retired to Barbary, where they enjoy the 
security whidi they could not find at home. 



The Sermon from which I ham made the foU 
lowing extracts, was about this time preached 
by a Servile Franciscan Friar, in the Cathedral 
Church of Almeria. Wild, extravagant, and 
fanatic as it is, it met with high approbation^ 
and was printed at the request, and under the 
chai*ge of the Municipality. I introduce it 
here, as it best accords with the order of time. 
It is a most valuable political document, as 
an indication of the spirit <tf the ecclesiastios 
under the existing ord^ in Spain.

This unfortunate officer had 
beeu for fbur je^rs conSded in the prisons of 
the Inquisition at Valladolid ; he had endured 
the tortures of the '^ pendula/' and the ^fop* 
ping of water on his head. The crime with 
vrhich he was charged, was purely of a pdl- 
ticaf nature, and entirely unconnected with 
any Articular religious tenets or ddctrmes; 
he had endeavoured to revoldticinizre a body 
bf troops in the province of Andalusia. Ad 
Inquisitor, attended by a notary^ fteqMtitl^ 
w^nt to his celt, assured bini that they kniw 
he had committed the crime of wfii(% lie waa 
liccused; and then degilredliim to 'confess it; 
but be w&s' never brought before any as- 
semblv of the members of the balefultribunaL 
There were not more than eight hundred 
French troops in Galici4 when Captain M' 
caitie away. Santiago, the capital of tht9 
provtBce, where the' Constitutional spirit ex- 
iislliriiilts highest fervor, is notwithstanding 
one iiftibe niost servile cities ih Spain. 'The 
popdlatibnj I am informed, is twenty thou- 
s^bd There is a great Cathedral, an' t7bU 
verbify, and a Palace of the Inquisiticm ; and 
there are about tfatrtyConventsand Nmineriea. 
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The city is filled with mooks and friiurs, 
fMriests and eanons. The Palace of the In- 
ipuisitioii had been parcbased by General Qui«* 
roga* after the Revolution. 

Captain Mackenzie told me that ^^ at Ca- 
diz the hatred of the French w^s violent in 
the extreme." It waa proved ia a manner 
dreadful and revolting, by frequent asmssi- 
imtions. A surgeon said to him, *' then were 
about twenty in the hospital who had been 
wounded, but not mortally." 

Captain M. himself was one evening after 
it had become dark sittii^ in the saloon of 
the Hotel de la CcNrona, when he suddenly 
heard a shriek in the street below, and on 
going out to ascertain the cause, he found, 
that an unfortunate Frenchman had been 
just murdered. Three or four stilettos had 
been plunged into him at the same moment, 
and his blood had sppiited and splashed ov^r 
the white wall of the house near which the 
vile deed had been perpetrated ! 

In consequence of the frequency pf these 
occurrences, the French drums were Wat at 
dusk, to recal their soldiers to their quarters.

I HAVB been thinking very seriously on the 
subject of that capital punishment which awaits 
the leaders of the factious party brought in here 
last urgfat, if after a trial they should be adjudged 
guilty. 

Self-preservatien is doubtless the right and 
duty of Governments^ as well as of individuals. 
Conspiracies and insurrections against Govtai- 
ments, not only dejure, but even de facto, have 
always been considered as crimes justifying the 
forfeiture of life. Almost all modem Govern* 
inent$ have ptitlfae law into execution wtlli to* 
flexible severity. 

The Constitutional Government of Spain and 
Portugal have, however, shown more clemency 
than any preceding Government under similar 
circumstances, and it cannot be denied that this 
clemency has in many instances been abused. 
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- Bat iu»t«riA8tiin4ing thtoe admiMd^nft, tlmw 
sUtyrbiB cto^/and lhe>preaeiit appears to b^ oae 
of tii^, 1«!h(Mi ttOM titan doubts .im^^ be enter* 
taiBed as to the etpaHeuoiy of |MrooaiBduig tortb^ 
iitWMNt tigoT of the law. 

Xhe object of paniabmmit is exsaofi^^ not ^a« 
gBBOum* HQweter a man may haTe dleMrred 
dieaHl'l^cofKliiig to aqjr escistiig law; it would be 
Q^stiSabte to t«ke airay his life, if ionpw^ity 
did -BQt eadanger the interest of society. The 
erimoal law here ought to be prospecUve, and 
liot lotroi^pective ; but laea may be dissuaded 
iNMPa doi^g ill «s well as deterred from it by fear^ 
nA ckoaency has often produced benefits which 
justice administered witb severity would have 
iailed to attain. 

XSalicia gcgEierally has been submissive .to^ the 
authoiity of tbe Constitutional ~ Iaw6 ; there have 
been but few dutrageSj and those of a.pre^atoiy^ 
rat&er than political cbaribcter. 

If there be a province vfhsXe the spectacle of 
capital puniiAment is least r itqui r e d , it appears 
to be Galicia. This jMrovinc^ soram^ mofe to be 
in need of encouragement to persevctre in lingular 
larity> than of menace to prevent disorders; Au: 
act of grace would- probably secure an increase 
of all^i^ce.

This is a particul^ moment, the very crisis of 
our fate; a false step may produce irrq[iarab)e 
mischief; forbea.ranQe can occasion no commra* 
surate harm; such an act of generosity coidd 
not, and would not be mistaken for weakness. 
It would defy the most malignant representation.

All the artillery which was planted on the 
Windmill Hills/ and the heights of Santa lAcia, 
retreated npon the town^ without any loss^ ex* 
cept of a single ammunition car^ the horses of 
which could not be hamessed.in time to bring it 
away. The enetny^ deluded by these advantages^ 
had the anrogance to pursue our troops to the 
immediate vicinity of the glkcis, ^m whence 
ithey were repulsed by the fire of our batteries^ 
«ad by a sudden sortie which was made by our 
f^allaiit soldiers, lYho compelled them ta retreat 
to thip heights already tmentioned> and took an 
t^fficer and some soldiers prisoneis. 

it is highfy credible, that the loss of tkt 
enemy on. this evening, according to the most

Tb^ loss of the Constitutional troops consisMd

Of the artillery, one private was killed, and a^

The English General, Sir Robert Wilson^ and 
his Aid-de-camp Colonel light, were also wound* 
ed in this action. 

The two gun-boats Alcon and Terror did not 
contribute a little to the happy result of this 
tiay's engagement; they directed their fire with 
the greatest precision during the whole of. the 
afternoon against the heights, the royal roads, 
imd the cross-ways which were occupied by th^ 
enemy. 

On the termination of the engagement, the in^ 
Vaders sent an envoy, who was not admitted, m 
^consequence of the repugiiance to his reception 
which was shewn by our soldiers— *the (effect of the 
valour and enthusiasm by which they were in<* 
spired.

. At this time^ the state of helplessness in which 
the English Greneral was placed by his wonnd, 
rendered any kind of personal military exertion 
utterly impossible. 

The interchange of letters was continned until 
that proposition was m^de in writings which for 
many reasons it was the object of Sir Robert 
Wilson, and the Constitutional Authorities of 
Galicia, to hk\e made in person. Morillo was, 
however, under some apprehensions of the dis- 
position . of his troops, and jealous of &e ap- 
pearance of the foreign General, as they had 
given indications not to be mistaken, of a dispa- 
sition to recognize in the Englishman the defender 
of the cause, of which their Spanish liommander 
had sworn to be the supp6rter, and the adherent 
to that oatih which their renegade ringleader had 
seduced them to violate. * , - . . 

The proposition now sent had for it^ avowed 
object to gain time, to be measured by a scale of 
no limited extension; but the state of Vigo was

Thb' following account df ih^ l^f xetiieat.oSr 
Ibe ill-fated Bieyn, will/I am siore^ be read wiA 
interest; it was written by Mr, Hasker (wbo'was 
serving in~ his army). This gentleman^ after 
having been" made prisoi^^ was treated most 
cruelly by the Royalists^ plundered, sUippc^ 
and placed in a dungeon at Lorca ; and; dunojj^ 
the time of his confinement was left to languish 
in a state, which it would be p.aii^nl to the reader 
to have described too minutely. 



Extract qfa Letter. > 

' ' - ^ « Lorca, Oei 4, 1828. 

* ** On the 3d 6f September we reached Veles 
-Malaga, five leagues; leaving four hundred men, 
infahtiry ahd cavalry, to protect, or rather to ne- 
gotiate with the French for the preservation of 
'Malaga froin the^fury of the Warauding moun^ 
taineers'; 'who, cbntraiy to their expiectations, 
and to the conduct of the French hitherto on 
similar occasions, were made prisoners of war, 
but kindly treated* On the succeeding day we 
arrived at Neija, a distance of four leagues. 
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wh^e we learned that the French, in some forqe^ ' 
were at.Almunecaz, four leagues in front, and 
on our line .of march, which obliged tfae-€reneral 
to ehange.his dhreetion to his left, over an alm'ost 
inaccessible. group of mooiftains competed with 
the Sierra Nevada ; in traversing which we spent ' 
tw9 days and nights, without finding a house or * 
refreshment until we arrived at AUena, a smidl : 
village north-east of Alhama, where we haltied 
about three hours ; after which, in as many more, 
we crossed the great roatl between: the last*) 
mentioned town and Grenada, at the Ventas de : 
Huelma, whence we dislodged a French detach* 
ment without loss on either side, and continued > 
our route to Villa-Nueva, a^ inconsidefable vil- • 
li^e on the right bank of the Genii, a league east 
of Loja, where there was a considerable French > 
garrison; here we slept,. and recruited our sink-r / 
ing wearied limbs, and on tbefollowlng morning . 
marched three leagaes* to Monte*Frio ; and had > 
scarcely got into quarters when the. drums bjeat ' 
to arms, and in good order and spirits took up a 
position on the neighbouring heights^ to which 
the French advanced with rapidity a body of 
lancers; and skirmishing commenced, in which 
Matthews, whom you will recollect, killed one df 
their officers, J>y running him through the body, 
receiving a slight wound in the neck/ After a 
short time, and a trifling loss on both sides, the *

Nothingocciiriing'WortAy of nt)tice, matched 
in the eTening" for Jaen/ three leagues ^distant, 
where the troops were quartered in convtint^ mkd ■ 
the Gelie^ral proceeded to* adopt Irigoibus mea* 
siltes for the confiscation ct the property of some 
disaffected inhabitants/whofiad' absconded on 
his approach ; which he conldnothoweTerrealiate, 
bdng thtercepted by the advance of the French. 
*' Bat it will be necessary, before I enter on a 
detail of the aUtir of this place to observe, Qiiit 
by turning ont of oiifline of march to flie' left' 
from. Mbnte^Frio on Priegb, we lost nearly two 
days, by whiKh tiie French had time to collect in 
forces and ec«e np with ns at Jaen; whidi 
otherwise they conid not havdeffeeted ; to winch, 
added to the diffidence and dismay excited ^in ' 
onr troops, bytheapatityoftkoseof Ballesteros, : 
may be, in my mind, ascribed all onr alterior 
dll^sters; as in consequence, a number <»f our * 
officers and men, and wb<die squadrons of canriilf, ^ 
abandoning our cauM, in the most daalardiy, * 
skulking manner, remained concealed in B8ille8«^ 
teros's cantonments; but digreissions apart,- and 
returning to Jaen-^^d^outtwdve o'clopk a. n • a . 
considerable body of French hoise presented- 
thMnselves'btfore-^tbe town, on an extebwriii^: 
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d|aiita|iag]i^ couiktry; wad esgaged by our jpieN 
lillas of boUi anas, the fire continidiig without 
losing ground on our side for about two hours/ 
'till the French lafiintry comiBg up ia force^ our 
General ordered a retreat towards lia Manchuela 
de Jaen^ leaving our cavalry to oover our rear ; a* 
duty they perfoimed in the most HtwUbrastic 
style/ razming dow&j and sousing as gallantly, 
whilst wading a river, the very infantry they 
were ordered to protect; and their disorder would 
have ej^tended to the head of the column, if the 
infantry, x^ooi in eveiy* s^ise of the word, by 
qmckly taking position and facing the enemy, 
had not obliged thein to keep at a more reispectfiil 
distance. The Jiying cavalry rallied, and severely 
reproved by Riego, and encouraged by the con- 
duct qi their brave and injured companions on 
foot, relumed to the post they had abandoned, 
and the column retired in good order to the last- 
mentioned town by night-^fall, when the enemy 
ceased hanging on our rear. Here we halted 
for a i^iort time, and leaving on our I^the 
direct road to Jodar, proceeded to it, by a 
mpunfainous and almost impervious fb otpath 
ow^f to which, the obscurity of the night, 
several streams, th# distance, (being six leagues) 
the want of refreshment, and the fatigue of the 
day, nearly one thousand of our men lay strewed 
along the road before we arrived at Jodar, about 
mid-day, M^ien, as usual,^ we had scarcely got

vahur, clapped spurs to tbeijr chargers;, turni% 
their backs on the ^^nemy, galloped ip the most 
dashing styfe, loaded with our curses and eitecra-r 
tions, as well as the spo^g bus^sas of the pur- 
suing enemy, who, intunidated ^j pur fire^ by 
which they loat a few, kept at a respectful dis- 
tance, to follow up a richer, but more ignoble 
game, that is to say, an immense. baggie, mili- 
tary chest, with a considerable nuI^ber of strag- 
gling, cowardly officers, and men^ of all descrip- 
tions. The routed cavalrjr, to stamp indelibly 
their infamy, made for Ubeda, begging a partici- 
pation of the inglorious secmdty enjoy ec) tl^ere by 
a party of Ballesteros' troops, also isavfdiy. 
Our infantry on the height^ now red^ced to .five 
hundred men, continued their msyrch tiU late at 
night, towards Cazoda, t^e first town of fponse- 
quence on the west, and at the fort qf tiif 3l^ira 
de ^egura, where we airiv^ed oarly the f^Uowing 
miorpi^g, and again lost bydefteitioni of (4&* 
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^etB, aiBtd nt«ti> dii hundred mete, Hatfiig iaa 
uhfiKVomUe account of ^ pdH tkid ideas «f 
tluise idmcMit savage mottstaineef s> ifve rented on 
an eminenice ckme to the town whilst be^ad was 
seTved to ns, and thence ascttided a stupendous 
monntain; after gaining the summit, and descend- 
ing the c^posite lode, we were unexpectedly fired 
on by aparty of rebels Aat lay concealed behind 
the impending cliffs, killing some of the hindmost 
haggi^ animals. This scene was repeated ftom 
a similar place, two leagues in advance ; and from 
the difficulty <tf the pass, and the total negligence 
of the troops, who crowded on each other at a 
fountain, and in such situation, out of their power 
to defend themselves, many lives must have been 
lost, had not Lieut. Corrigan of my regiment, who 
I am proud to say is a countryman, volunteered, 
and with some difficulty persuaded a few sol- 
diers to follow him, climbing up the rock, 
quickly dislodged the rebels when nearly within 
pistol shot of the column, and after a few vol- 
lies onboth sides^ dispersed them, and gave time 
for the division to march with order and security. 
The same night about ten o'clock, we were again 
fired upon in fording a iiver by another party, 
ap](^arently in force, from the heavy discharge of 
musquetry, which was quickly returned by our 
wearied people, having killed some of them, as 
we afterwards heard, not having received the 
sUgbtest injury on our part. Moving forwards

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with eautijifn to. a Hrge.fiiinprliQn^^ in lrdjit;a^0at 
l^alf. a le.agn^» after plButmg: the requisita senti- 
nels, ejp(}oy,9cl the mo^t refresjung sleep nntU 
morning, when we.iQoxed f o^ard to CastriJ^ 
where we halted twP.pr three :hQnrs,, and. reeom**; 
menced marching till .ten.o*clocfc^ .halted^ and: 
bivQuacked near a fanxi-hQu^e. until :four.; arriTfd. 
at Gal^ra at ten ; . stopped for ratiops^till twelve ;. 
set out for 9nd r^che4 MiM*ia ahont midnight^^ 
after a long and; painful march; bivouacked, 
again until sunrise; had some bread and wine^: 
moved on ^ slowly (the effect of ffstigue) towards 
La Zarzilla, which we reached by dusk; took 
some repose (if there wasnothing else to be had), 
until four, and then started, moving in the direc- 
tion of Carthagena ; and about eight o'clock fell 
in with the enemy's out-posts, which we took to, 
be Facciosos, whose left was' supported by a 
farm-hous^, , three leagues north of this town> 
e^K tending their centre and right flank in the same 
direction along a ravine, concealed by fir-trees* 
a^d various brushwood. Our road lying at 
right angles with their li^e, and passing through 
their centre was found to be impassable, being 
strongly defended, on both sides by the fann- 
house and the ravine just mentioned, which, on^ 
driving in their skirmishers, we discovered to be j 
lined/ with French tiroops; in consequence' my. 
battalion of Catalonia light infaAtry^, in all eighty . 
men, were directed to out-flank the enemy'^. 
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tigbty t&e reiUAiadet of the division: ibllowing tUe 
same direction^ receivmg and retaming a sharp 
fire .fqr two hours;, and Aididg it impossiUe to 
force the French fiaom their strong positions w)iich 
jthey bad bieen in possession of in our front. and 
left , flank ; and finding . onrselyes suddenly at- 
tacked by a multitude ^of; armed peasants, from 
the bills imiQediatQly in p.uf res^r; we.^tiUkQpt 
our ground until our ai^munition. being expended> 
confusion, and iti^ natuml.consequQnqe^ disper- 
sion> ensued. A' number ^f the inost timid seek- 
ing safety in the s?riftness of their horses^ and 
their oum« were to a man picked up^ robbed of 
every thing, or murdered by the armed peasantry 
of the neighbouring villages^, who hunted them 
down with as much savage alacrity as if they 
were beasts of prey. My friend and I were taken 
on the field of action^ and literally stripped to 
the skin and of six doubloons in g'old> so that 
our condition is miserable beyond description^ 
as no* pecuniary allowance is given us' by the 
French; keeping body and soul together trith one 
s(;anty and precarious meal in ' the twenty-four 
hours. 

'''The action took plistce on the Wih, {Uid'thoL 
scene' of it of dubious denomiiiaiion, some call- 
itig it the Heights of Loy^ others of Aviles^ and 
others of La Zarzilht^ villages equi^distant firdin 
the ground. A greater part of the prisoners were 
assembled in the afternoon at the farm-house 
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aboTe-mentioaed^ and tbteice condaeted to 1^9 
tows, wfaafe we ha^e been receive by the inhaft 
bHants in the Bi<»st lerocioas and insulting xaan* 
ner; aad wese.it nat for the French^ we shonld 
baTe been foicUy sacrificed to Htm fanatic fforyy 
wbo^ to their boner, exerted didmsetvea to tb^ 
utmost in protecting ngk; 1 had^ notwithstanding^ 
a sound and hearty salntO from one of tbeir 
bludgeons ; their knifes were reUdy for ^I^ bnt 
happily 'no lives were Iost» The lancers^ who 
came np at the close of the affiiiri made a nnin-^ 
ber of prisoners^ whom they not only kindly 
treated, but rescned fr^in the xiinrderQ%is'attem{>is 
of the peasantry. 

^' Yon will perceive thlit we had no cavalry^ 
esLcept a few tnonnted infantry officers, since 
Jodar, where Biego/ on. seemg their dastardly 
flight, and the desperate turn of sdEairs, and 
having his hor^e shot nndel^ him, monnted an* 
other,, and consulting, I suppose, his personal 
safety, has not suDkie app«iu-ed. The prevailing 
rumour is, that with three or four attendsuits in 
sm^glers* disguise, he w€u» recogmsed^ and^knade 
prisoner in a peasant's house in the Sierra Ifo* 
x^Eia. The greater part of our Ut^e loxce woiild 
have effected their escape from the quadm^ 
iiumber of thio I^rendb> Jmd it not been cut (Mm 
all directions by the nnBd>^diei» hordes of pea^

That Goyemment has given us proofs too nu- 
merous of the falshoo^ of its professions, and of 
the perfidy of its intentions ; but whit occurred 
Yesterday, has been the consummation of alt the 
others, and ought to h^ye Indiuence sufficient to 
iSssipiate eVery illuSon. 

Tott have seen that there is no private pro^ 
petty, nor is^ there a person in the Hii^hole nation. 
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AOt exceptiBg tibe King biraself, ^riiais not fota^ 
to he oomprebended within (Ms circle of hoatSi- 
ties,. of which the Kisg of France soleitudy 
pledged bimaelf to reduce the extensioi^ within 
the narrowest'possible circumference. 

Nqw, every one may'wdl imd^ttand ^^^t t^ 
French .Govenunent means hj remhtiiomirkB, 
(revoluchnariosX when it gives us assurance that 
it is only a^;aln«t them it directs bostilities, mud 
not against the King nor tiie Spanish. Natifui. 
Pur arsens^s ajre revolutionary^ our commerce is 
revolutumaryy and every one within tiie walls of 
Ca^is U revoluiionifry, without excepting even 
the KiQg, f n 

. The houses which the enemy yesterday at- 
tempted to bum and destroy, cextainly do not 
belcmg to/thie Government, nor to those fiinctio<- 
niaxies who have chosen to be the followers of its 
flestinyt The enemy well knows, tha* the art of 
wf^ has invented means of preserving the sol- 
diers from the danger of projectiles, and that in 
hostilities of this kind, the defenceless town i« 
tbatfWbieh is exposed to the greatest danger; 

Against the town theni against your ; wives 
against your aged fatbers> and against your inno- 
cent children, have the enemy yesterday directed 
allttheir fire; neither have they blushed at ibe 
horrible contradiction' which was to be found be- 
tween their woik«- and words; nor bi^ve tkey 
been restrained by the consideration of (be dan-

Uiat they should know that some of the vessels 
which yesterday made an attack upon Cadiz, 
hore the flag of Spain, and that under the Spanish 
flag> they discharged balls^ and projected gre- 
nades and bombs against the dwelling of the 
King, and of his august family. They were 
Spaniards whom the French employed to be 
the instruments of their vengeance; yet com<- 
jmiserate those unhappy wretches. tom with vio- 
lence from the bosoms of their families^ since 
you have most clearly perceived that, horror- 
struck at the attempt which they were about to 
commence, they refrained from coming into 
action, and the French officers compelled them 
to fie^i by blows of the sabre. 

This is the system of hellish tactics which our 
enemies have employed m every part of ^ the 
Peninsula, to .cao»e Spaniairds to die by the 
haiid9 M S^andarda^ and^ if poaiilde> to quse 
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IO0> tfiat the Khkg of Spain mtty'M imiiieiafl^d 
by his own subjects. 

And what other could have been the Tosult of 
the crisis in which your fidelity yesterday was 
placed^ if the enemy had succeeded in intro- 
ducing among yon the anarchy and eonAision 
which appear to have been the principal object 
of their flagitious project? The Go^emtclettt 
averts its view, struck with horror at the terrific 
picture which imagination presents to it, deli- 
neated by such motives. Doubt not that the 
French are eager that, by anarchy, the gates of 
Cadiz should be opened to them^ and that they 
yesterday attempted to obtain that by their 
shells, which in Madrid they effected through 
the regicide 'Besieres. 

His 'Majesty's Government docs not by these 
reflexions intend to incense you more violently 
against the French, nor to close up the path to 
every kind of honorable reconciliation ;, it only 
desires to forewarn you against the perfidious 
wiles of the enemy, and to liberate you from 
those evils from which you were yesterday res- 
cued by your own firmness> and soundness of 
judgment* 

It is not the Government of the King that 
throws obstacles in the way of peace, but our 
euemies themselves, by exasperating ns every 
day more and more by their conduct, have light-

A Letter qfthe Empecinado^'Lord Nugent* s digm' 
fied and spirited Answer to Morillo^^and an 
Artick from a Spanish Joumah . 

I HAVB been myself so much pleased with 
the two following communications, that I submit 
them to the reader. 

The first is a Letter of the Empecinado to the 
Alcalde of Coria. 

^ In Coria, which is one of the most factious 
towns (mas facdososj in the Peni]tsnla> they 
took an officer prisoner, who was bearing dis- 
patches to Cindad Rodrigo, and intended to 
shoot'him at the same tiite with some others of 
the innumerable prisoners whom they had i^-^ 
carcerated for being Liberates. Some charitable 
soul (abna caritativa) did not fail to give an 
account of this infamy to General Empecinado, 
and to implore of him to come to put an end to 
the sufferings of these unhappy men." 

''The Empecinado did present himself with his 
column, and sent the following notification to the 
Alcalde of Coria. As in that town they have 
certain good motives to convince them that he 
performs whatever he promises, they did not 
choose to expose themselves to the disappoint- 
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ment^ aad they did what he coiimiaiided/'~11»e 
notification nms as follows :

'* If this day, you do not place at my disposal 

ihe 160 muskets which are in your possession, 
also the officer who was the bearer of the dis*

For the followi4g account of the taking of Saiiti 
• Petri^ I am indebted. to the kindness of my 
friend Mr. Allan Hay^ who allowed fa^ to 
extract it from a very interesting joomaj.^ 

" The squadt^m irtood in for the rtiofe, appo- 
site the second battery son A' of ihe-H^t^^^Semi^. 
It consisted of one ship of th0 Une^ one ffigate, 
'M& corvette^ abrig and a seh<>oner. The ii^hoener 
led the way abcnit two fttiloiigs in advice ; a«kl 
at nine o'^clock they were within gun-shot, asid 
the batteries ^^mmenced luring; but tiie arfilTefy 
being twelve ponnders only, the shot ietf far 
shorts Soon aftei^, the gnns of Sand Petri op^n^ 
upon the ship^, and being" of heavy calibre^ they 
threw Iheir balls far beyond the squadron, bi|t did 
Ho visiMe Execution. The men of war did not 
return the fire, but wUfe the schooner i»oMeded 
'liEtrtber in lAiore to take the sounding, tfeey quietly 
lay*to« silently presenting their broad black bat- 
tles to the cdast: and at length the tide beisg 
at ebb, they slowly filled, and stood off from the 
land to Ae distance of two leagues.

" Having effeeted^ Idwis ,purp€kse>. .the^ lay^to^ 
while the 3«b06nea*«contiMung her course^ edged 
away upon Santi Betii, natil having arrived 
nearly paraiUel with tlie castl^. she was recalled^ 
and retwmed,- As* soon as ^he saiived iik the 
ftont of the squadron, sh« tacked upon her fi»m«s 
course ; at the saijae moment the. ships filled 
their sails and followed the tehooner;. and as 
&ey stood off upon the iack/ tlie signals weve 
haaled down, and the exungn was. hmsted at the 

^ 'STd 80Qtm wore thedr white flags visikb; 
t]i»n'tli0: I^rendi batteiies on the Bairosa opmad 
aiiia^ coiifpade of shol and alteite jspon ShsoA 
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Petri; '!the fire, however, was ill directed, and 
did litde execution; most of the shells fell shorty 
on the Canal, and the greatest part of the shot 
llew over the Castle; it was some time before the 
elevations were brought to bear; In the fii^t half 
boor I observed no 'more than one shell and two 
shots strike the Gastle, and. dnring the remainder' 
of tile, affEdr the effect :was very: inconsiderable, 
compared to the warmth of the fire. . j; : :: 

: In the mean time - the batteries of the Castle, 
Emtia, and San Philipe, seconded by the. gun- 
boat£| in the Canal,, returned a continued dis- 
charge against the enemy; so that the coast was 
obscured by wreaths of smoke^ :and the balls 
from either side threw up clouds of dust, and 
plashed in the water with pelting strokes. 

** In the course pf half an hour the Commodore 
of the French squadron arrived in a line with 
Santi Petri, about a mile and a half distant ; and 
having dropped aachor,< swung round into a pa- 
rallel with the body of the Casde. . ' A deep and 
anxioiis pause ensued while the sails Were furl- 
ing, : and ' a : portentous tranquillity , appeared to 
rest* upon the distant ship. 'At lengtlf, with ^ 
volume of smoke and a peal of thOnder, she 
opencd^er fire, and discharged a runnings brtad-'' 
side at the Castle. For near a quarter of a:i» 
hour afterwards she remained silent, and in tiie 
mean time the second ship, a frigate, passed un- 
der her lee, and proceeded to take iqi her posi^ 
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tio^; but o^j^ing to the oppoaitioii of the vnnd, 
she coiild not haul sufficiently close to coine.oii 
the line with the. Commodore^ and anc|;iojQd at 
some distance, in an oblique position^ As.sqjQH: 
as >er sails were furled, both vessels cpmiuenced 
a tj^irrible canuQnade.upou the Cattle, and contir 
uuedjto discharge. the|c broadsidea without inter* 
mission. They soon became enveloped in smoke; 
their sides gleamed :witb iiijcessant . flashes, aud 
the shot pelted rouud the Gastle. ; 

" Santi P^tri wjE^s now the very, centre of dp^ 
straction; in the first hour of ; the attack lOOCt 
balls were fired at it from the .batteries and .ther 
ships; the shot crossed over, and around it .in. 
evexj. direction, and the shells continually, exn 
plpdedion the rock, or in. the air, and sent, ofil 
wre^thsof smoke, which thickened, the volumes 
of ihe Castle, or fonned little white clouds which 
floated itk the airy and slowly evaporated until 
they, were lost. : . ; 

** TJhe.fire of the ships was much more justly, 
directed than that of the batteries; the second 
broadside of tiie 74, told upon the rock of the> 
Castle, and at the third, clouds of dust and rub'* 
bish marked the concussion of the shot upon the 
walls. liatterly, however, the shells wer^ thrown 
with considerable precision, and several were 
seen to explode at the foot Qt the rampart, and 
some upon the pan^pet, and in the court of th^r 
Castle. 
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. ^ At length the tm^ iMt ships passed tfaoM 
ahready awdhofed^ but hmtosg xaiBlble to gtgtinte 
the line, for the same reason wMch prevented ike 
second/ thef formed as nearly bb they were able,' 
and thus the s^foadron stood in an echelon, obr 
liqae ftom the parallel about forty*-five degrees; 

'^ Owing to this obstacle, the first frigate iMd 
been unable to come within the fair range of her 
guns, and the remainder of the ships were out 
of gun-shot altogether; and having discharged a 
ftew ineffectual broadsides, they discmttiBued 
their fire. The attack was therefore almost en- 
tirely sustained by the Commodore, partially 
seconded by the next frigate. During the can* 
nonade the schooner, although a very small ves- 
sel, stood close under the walls of Santi Petri, 
and with the greatest audacity fired several guns 
at the Castle. The latter was so much occupied 
by enemies of more importance, that she did not 
bestow a single discharge upon her impertinent 
assailant; and at length the schooner returned 
to the squadron, and, joined by the two exterior 
corvettes and the brig, stood slowly out to sea, 
doubtless for the purpose of beating nearer to the 
Castle. 

'' In the mean time another frigate was seen 
standing up from the south, and shapiclg her 
course upon the Castle; and the Commodore, 
who had retained his position, continued td bat- 
ter the Castle with little intermission.

Castle, weie sometimes silent, 
fpr a quarter of an hour, and the ship made fre- 
quent and long pauses in her discharge* 

*' After a considerable relaxation the Com- 
modore renewed his fire with recovered vigour, 
and poured broadside ^after broadside at the 
Castle ; the works on the shore quickened their 
cannonade, and at four o'clock Santi Petii dis^ 
continued her fire, and having hoisted. no colours 
during the action exhibited the white flag flying 
on her tqwer, 

^' The boats of the ships were soon after man- 
ned, and having proceeded to the Castle, the 
French took possession. 

'' From that day to the period of my departure 
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ndtliing atttfaendc was^ known df^ the botiditteii W 
ihe gaTrison; biit many cantradibtoTy^ 'tep6ti» 
w^e circulated in ^ the Isia. Some said tbart' tfie 
Ca^ei KadsunreiKiefird for want' of animntdti^tt^y 
lEnid Sbme from .the slanght^ of the men, aoid^liie. 
diMjdddtion of tiie fort* But others ai^isertod', 
that few had. be^n killed among the gavfi8lm/«Mi' 
small mjury effected npon ^theworios; but that 
tbe^ B^IdierSy intimidated by a. base ptinic^ had 
demanded the surr^der of tike Gastle,. and npoa 
thd fefosal of the officers to conqily, had lisen

When, 
ttterefore, three days^after the surrender, peo]^- 
professed to' promulgate its particulars, I leaTe) 
all to judge of the w«|^ of tbeic authority. ^ 

** The fall of Santi Petri caused a heavy glodm^ 
and a deep dejecUon J»oth in Cadis , and ..the Isla^. 
l>e inhabitants of; San Fernaado es^pected tO; 
see the French in their str^etts in tbe splice of 
oR^ror two days; and am^ng th^ army an uni- 
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yjEffs^l {relief W|is held of aa imiiiediate attack 
upon the side of Erotia. The spirits of the sol- 
diers declined to despondency, and they no 
longer entertained aiiy hoj^e of obtaining a fa- 
vourable Lfisue to their contest, nor of purchasiiig 
the liberty of their country eitfier by force or 
me^ation. 

'^/Worn out with rigorous duty, disheartened 
by the iimdequacy of thdr numbets, and die 
expira:tion of outward aid, they considered the 
cause as already decided; and beholding the 
French continually closing upon them, and suc- 
cessively carrying every point of attac)^, they 
looked for the fall of Cadiz at no distant period. 
Their hopes, their expectations, and their confix 
dence, had been entirely confo^nded by the ua- 
kindness of the English, the , defection of the 
Generals, and the turpitude of the peasants. 
Tl&ey saw themselves abandoned by the world, 
Cutoflf from all the resources of their countiy, 
pecuniary, popular, and military, and closed 
within an inextricable comer; they felt that there 
was no point of support, and no aid to mspire 
resistance by the hope of relief. They saw that 
the heart of the Constitution was shut up in 
Cadiz, and no longer possessing members or a 
body, could draw no supply of vital aid from 
without, and would ' soon lose the animation 
which it derived from itself. 

'' Amid these melandioly reflections the cra- 
Q 
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vings of want mixed their passions with the de- 
jections of pvil l)Qdi^^•,.^Hunger a^d depriy^Uon 
had already afflicted them . to^ a severe extreme, 
and now wrought their j^atience with a misery 
which drew their ancu}tivated and UQexalted 
spirits to bitterness and moimurs. 

** Their daily, food was i^ scaiity portion of 
coarse black bread, a small allowance of rice or 
garbanzo, and neither wine^nor spirit^. Their 
shoes and clothes were wpm out with constant 
service, so that many were barefooted, and 
others destitute of various necessary articles. 
In one battalion three hundred men were with- 
out great-coats or blankets^ and this, so far from 
being an isolated fact, was but a more remark- 
able instance of a destitution very general. 

*' The materiel of the army, though in a better 
state than the clothing,- was yet very defective. 
The magazines were wasting to exhaustion, and 
the arms were insufficient. Three hundred mus- 
kets were useless in one battalion; in others there 
was a deficiency of bayonets ; and in all, the 
flints were very bad and ill supplied. 

'' In Cadiz the fall of Santi Petri created as 
deep a sensation as on. the Isla. During the 
siege and blockade the strait of Santi Petri had 
been the only remaining access by which the 
city had been able to draw a supply of neces- 
saries, and hold communication without the 
Isla; now therefore that this last channel of 
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relief was closed> they y^xp confounded with the 
astonishment of common minds oyertakeu Jiy 
calamity, and heightening the past by the fixture, 
they daily looked forward with apprehension for 
the bomhardment of the eiity^ &c. &c/' 



In that part of the text of this yolume. in which 
the f«dl of Santi Petri .was relate(|> I promised to 
give the most authentic accpunt [ cpuld obtain 
of an event of so much influejfice on the cause of 
Spanish Liberty. As aU^the circunp^tanc^s were 
involved in utter darkness and incertitude, I 
waited to the very last hour before the publica- 
tion of these Notes, in hope of ^ome elucidation, 
for dissipating the mystery whjch envelopes the 
conduct of the garrison. 

Mystery, whether in politics, ri^ligion, or. any 
thing else^ is a bewildering subject; and to this 
very hour, although I have made innumerahje 
inquiries^ I am incapable of ^ffirminf^ whether 
in the island fortress of Santi Petri they were 
heroes, or cravens, or traitors, who composed 
the garrison. 

Upon the contemplation and comparison of 
every thing together, my conjecture was for a long 
time coincident with my feeling; an ii^pulse to 
a conviction that, the soldiers did their duty; 
that they stood the fiery shower of the enemy; 
q2 
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that they died at tbeir gims> and that their me* 
moiy had been wTcoiged, 

Within, the last five days^ howeyM> some cir- 
cumstances have come to my knowledge^ which 
create a d^culty of retaining- this sentiment in 
their taror. Bat I i^ass no judgment. An ar- 
gument has been made against them^ from the 
circumstance of their not having hoisted the 
Spanish flag during the acdon. I rather incline 
to construe this in tiieir'&vor; for it may be. 
geneirally remarked of our amiable species^ that 
vrhen they want a pretext for any act- very base 
and flagitious^ thdy are nervously tenacious of- 
adherence to forms; . . i - .

i HAVB heard General Qniroga, by whom (as 
has been mentioned) it wa» purchased, give a 
de5q4ptLon,o£the inferior, of the building, and of 
the subterraneous dungeons of that ''Castle of 
Despair." 

The hall where the members of the tribunal 
sat upon their judgment seats, was hung with 
black (the Inquisitors were dressed in black); 
the stone table, on which was placed a large ink- 
standish,' was covered with a cloth of the same 
colour — some chairs were placed near the stone 
table. The candles were black, and every thing 
else in the doleful hall, except a large picture of 
the Crucifixion, which was hung at the end, 
opposite to the chair of the presiding Inquisitor. 
Two iron doors were on either side, opening to 
the passages leading to those ^'regions dolorous/* 
the dungeons of the prison. 

In some places, cavities formed to the shape 
of a man, were hollowed out in the walls, where 
victims were pent close, while under the en- 
durance of "the question'' of the merciless holy 
office. 

The continuous dropping of water on the head. 
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and what may be best described as a broiling of 
the sole of the foot over a slow fire, with nnc- 
tuons matter in a shallow brass cauldron, were 
two of the tortures which were mentio>ied in the 
recitiJ. 

Lest the shrieks of the victims shonld move to 
pity if they were heard, the vaulted cells pre- 
pared by the tribunal for the infliction of its 
agonies, were so remote, and were sunk so deep 
under ground, that no groans could be heard above, 
to burst from those who were in torment. 

Another officer, who in 1816 had been brought 
into the building by the son of the person who 
had the charge of the unhappy prisoners, was in- 
formed that each of thq Inquisitors who sat in 
, the judgment hall, knew the names only of those 
whom he himself had sent to the dungeons, but 
was ignorant of the names of those who might be 
incarcerated under the orders of any of the 
others.

I ARRIVED in London witli Signor Zu- 
luett^, and the Hhree other Spaniards who 
had been the companions of my voyage from 
GibraW, and imoiediately waited upon 
Madame Quirc^. I had the gratification 
of relieving that amiable woman from a state 
of deep and bitter affliction, arising from her 
apprehension and incertitude of the fate of her 
husband. 

Colonel Grant, to whose courtesy and kind- 
ness I have great personal obligations, ex- 
pressed a wish on our first interview, that I 
should give in a Report to the Spanish Com- 
mittee> and the one which was read was ho- 
nored by its approbation r 

Early in the winter, Generals Qiuroga, 
Mina, Yaldes and Romay, the Senors Ar- 
guelles, Galiano, and many other Spaniards 
eminently distinguished for their patrio- 
tism, talents, and attainments, sought in 
England an asylum from the persecution of 
the Despot Slave. My friend Senor Mora, an 
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« 
accoDiiplished mui of letters/ aad an able 
and patriotic political writer, had been here 
for some time befor^ 

Sir Robert Wilson soon afler H^ame home 
to England^ to the joy of every one of us who 
had been under his coipuxiaqd in Cadiz. 
There were about eight or nine British si^b- 
jects attached to the Spanish army in that 
city ; I speak only of those who went out last 
summer. 

Upon General Quiroga's arrival in London 
he gave me the following Addr^, and re- 
quested I would make an application on his 
behalf to the Spanish Committee, for the sum 
which would be requisite for sending put one 
of his Aids'^de-camp to the new states of 
America, to present, it to the Governments, 
and obtain their answers. 

The General declined accepting of any 
private assistance from either of the Com- 
mittees; but deeming this not a personal 
but s^ public service^ he commissioned me to 
make the application, ^ as in consequence . of 
the confiscation of his property and wreck of 
his fortunes, he could not himself commi^nd 
the sum for the expences of the mission.

"When I placed myself at the head of 
those troops which first took the field in tfafe 
cause of Fiberly, I did so with no othet view 
than that of giving freedom to my coonti^— 
peiiiaps also to oth^r nations/ I sacc6ed^1n 
effecting the chief object which I proposed to 
myself. But ilUfated Spain, which, in 1820, 
recovered her rights; has now, fhrobgfa ^ a 
series of circumstances the most ilagitious, 
the most traiterous, been plunged anew into 
degradation and ignomby. Ferdinand,-^' 
the unhappy Ferdinand, has relapsed once 
more, and again rules the Spaniards with a 
sceptre of iron. His throne surrounded, as 
formerly, % the basest superstition, and by 
despotism beyond endurance, serves only for 
purposes of folly, injustice, oppression, and 
persecution. In fine, my wretched country 
has in the course of a few months, presented 
more objects for the execration of mankind, 
than were witnessed in the times of the bar- 
barous and gloomy Philip, or of the imbecile 
Charles — the second of their names. At this 
moment all is ruin and desolation ; and the 
consequence N is, that men the most worthy 
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and efiligfateiied of the nation,— the patriotic, 
the virtuous and the wise, are beeome per* 
scouted wanderers in foreigp lands, — ^the 
greater part hitherto without finding a cer- 
tain and secure asylum. It is on behalf of 
those that I implore the protection of the 
*— Goverpment. And I persuade my- 
self that my entreaties will not be disre- 
garded, if any of my fellow<*citizens, perse- 
cuted for die liberality of their sentiments 
and their love ; of freedom, should seek an 
asylum on the shores of — — . 

^^ Let that country which was formerly 
Spanish America, be the refuge of all the 
friends of Liberty, and Uiereby consolidate its 
own freedom on a basis so secure, that all 
the efforts of tyranny to subvert it shall prove 
unavailing. 

** I feel assured that the Government of 

will excuse the frankness with which it is 
addressed by a soldier, who asks nothing for 
himself, and who proclaimed Liberty in hiis 
own country, with the very troops destined to 
extingi|i«higiyn America.

There are no^ above 9D0 Spanish Refugees 
in London: thecirfHimstaiicescif about 140 of 
this number, require that they should not de-* 
cline the suecour aiTorded by England in their 
day of desolation. There are, I believe, some 
hundreds more who reside id Devonshire and 
Qornwall. 

Quiroga and Mina live in retirement : to 
each of them may be well applied the Spanish 
phrase — cumpwq cqn su DfiSJSR— ;He did his 
duty.
